,  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 

The  report  for  the  year  1921  of  the  Salford  borough 
analyst  (Mr.  G.  D.  Elsdon,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.),  an  eminently 
readable  document,  discloses  an  artificially  high  per- 
centage of  adulteration  (8.7)  in  the  1,364  samples 
examined,  the  figure  being  largely  accounted  for  by 
arsenical  borax  and  watered  whisky.  The  sections  refer- 
ring to  the  drug-trade  include  the  following  passages  : — 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  samples  of  drugs  have  been 
examined  during  the  year,  of  which  19,  or  11.3  per  cent., 
have  been  returned  as  adulterated.  The  adulterated  samples 
consisted  of  borax,  tincture  of  iodine  and  saltpetre.  The 
strong  tincture  of  iodine  found  to  be  adulterated  was  an 
informal  sample  which  was  deficient  of  74  per  cent,  of 
iodine.  ...  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the 
weak  tinGture  had  been  supplied  in  error.  The  vendor  was 
cautioned.  A  single  sample  of  saltpetre  found  to  be  adulter- 
ated contained  20  parts  of  lead  per  million.  It  was  an 
informal  sample.  On  being  informed,  the  vendor  imme- 
diately withdrew  the  remainder  of  his  stock  from  sale.  No 
further  action  was  taken.  Seventeen  of  the  59  samples  of 
borax  examined  have  been  returned  as  adulterated  on 
account  of  excessive  quantities  of  arsenic  being  present. 
The  amount  of  arsenic  found  in  these  adulterated  samples  has 
varied  from  25  to  450  parts  per  million  expressed  as 
arsenious  oxide.  During  the  previous  year  local  vendors  had 
been  warned  as  to  the  prevalence  of  adulterated  borax,  so 
that  during  the  present  year  several  prosecutions  were 
instituted.  .  .  .  Sample  No.  9113  contained  3  gr.  of 
arsenious  oxide  per  lb.  The  case  against  this  vendor  was 
dismissed  on  account  of  the  fact  that  he  held  a  warranty. 
It  was  considered  impossible  to  take  action  against  the 
wholesale  dealer  on  a  false  warranty  on  account  of  the 
fact  that,  as  the  warranty  was  more  than  six  months  old, 
the  time  allowance  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act  had 
expired.  .  .  .  The  remainder  of  the  adulterated  samples 
contained  less  than  g  gr.  of  arsenious  oxide  per  lb.  The 
vendors  were  informed  of  the  circumstances,  whereupon 
each  one  of  them  withdrew  the  remainder  from  sale.  .  .  . 
During  the  year  51  prescriptions  have  been  taken  in  accord- 
ance with  the  arrangement  made  between  the  Insurance  and 
Health  Committees.  ...  Of  these,  two,  or  3.9  per  cent., 
obtained  from  two  vendors,  have  been  found  to  be  adulter- 
ated. This  is  the  lowest  percentage  of  adulteration  which  has 
been  found  since  prescriptions  have  been  systematically 
examined.  Sample  No.  9387  contained  an  excess  of  20  per 
cent,  of  the  correct  quantity  of  potassium  iodide.  Sample 
No.  9389  was  deficient  of  17  per  cent,  of  the  correct  quantify 
of  sodium  salicylate.  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in 
either  case,  but  the  facts  were  reported  to  the  Insurance 
Committee.    .    .  . 

Birmingham 

Five  thousand  vacuum  flasks  are  being  offered  at  a 
shilling  each  by  a  local  drapery  house. 

Four  lectures  on  colloids  are  to  be  given  by  Dr.  Newton 
Friend  during  the  current  session  of  the  local  Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

Mr.  J.  Tolmie,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  was  recently 
in  the  sundries  department  of  Southall  Bros,  and  Barclay, 
Ltd.,  is  taking  up  his  residence  in  London. 

At  Birmingham  Police  Court  recently,  a  mother  and 
two  daughters  were  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment for  shoplifting ;  and  a  man  named  Gandley  was 
remanded  on  a  charge  of  stealing  two  ten-shilling 
Treasury  notes  from  shopkeepers  by  "  ringing  the 
changes." 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Marshall,  Moseley,  writes  asking  us 
to  express  his  thanks  to  those  who  voted  for  him  in 
the  recent  P.A.T.A.  election.  The  letter  concludes  : — 
"  I  can  assure  them  it  will  be  my  earnest  desire  to 
assist  the  Council  in  maintaining,  and,  if  possible, 
increasing,  the  profit  on  P.A.T.A.  articles,  and  to  bring 
those  still  outside  within  its  fold." 

Among  the  exhibitors  at  the  conversazione  at  the 
Midland  Institute  were  Standley  Belcher  and  Mason, 
Ltd.,  and  Southall  Bros,  and  Barclay,  Ltd.,  showing 
apparatus ;  the  pharmacy  department  of  the  Technical 
School  had  a  display  of  rare  drugs ;  and  the  gas  depart- 
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merit  its  usual  exhibit  of  chemicals  derived  from  coal. 
Wireless  telephony  was  a  conspicuous  feature,  and  Mr. 
Partridge  gave  his  customary  show  of  autochromes. 

Hull 

Commenting  on  the  Bethnal  Green  gas-poisoning  case, 
in  which  three  people  lost  their  lives,  a  local  daily  paper- 
pins  its  faith  to  the  introduction  of  an  irritant  into 
coal  gas. 

Many  chemists  will  hear  with  profound  regret  of  the 
serious  illness  of  Mr.  E.  Hindle,  Ph.C,  treasurer  of  the 
Hull  Pharmacists'  Association.  Mr.  Hindle,  who  was  at 
the  Association  meeting  only  a  few  days  ago,  has  had  a 
sharp  attack  of  pneumonia. 

The  "  cocoa  scare  "  has  spread,  to  a  certain  extent, 
to  Hull.  The  sales  of  some  brands  of  cocoa  have  even 
gone  down,  and  a  few  people,  suggesting  to  themselves 
that  they  are  being  slowly  poisoned,  make  a  point  of 
complaining  of  feeling  ill  after  drinking  cocoa.  "  This," 
said  a  well-known  local  chemist  to  a  O.  <b  D.  representa- 
tive, "  is  nothing  but  a  silly  scare.  We  chemists  have 
to  smile  at  the  fuss  being  made  in  some  quarters  over 
the  matter." 

With  Christmas  over,  local  chemists  are  settling  down 
once  more  to  the  ordinary  routine.  Christmas  presents 
are  disappearing  from  most  shop  windows,  to  be  sup- 
planted in  many  cases  by  clever  schemes  of  exhibiting 
proprietary  articles  and  side-lines.  This,  however,  may 
be  looked  upon  only  as  a  wave  of  enthusiasm  following 
the  usual  period  of  New  Year  resolutions  to  increase 
trade.  By  the  end  of  February  we  may  expect  once 
more  to  see  the  re-appearance  of  old,  staid,  and  often, 
it  is  to  be  feared,  uninteresting  methods  of  window- 
dressing. 

Leicester 

Pharmacists  in  the  centre  of  the  city  are  successfully 
pushing  silhouette  photography. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Avery,  chemist  and  druggist,  232  Lough- 
borough Road,  will  shortly  open  a  branch  in  Melton 
Road. 

There  is  some  competition  among  Leicester  firms  in  the 
columns  of  a  local  pacer  to  show  who  has  ihe  'i-jst  record 
of  long  service  among  their  workpeople.  John  Richardson 
&  Co.  (Leicester),  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  have 
given  particulars  of  the  remarkable  record  that  there  are 
twenty-three  men  with  over  twenty  years  to  their  credit. 
With  two  exceptions  all  of  them  are  still  in  active  service. 

At  an  inquest  at  Leicester,  on  January  8,  on  a  man 
named  Lewis,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  had  purchased 
a  small  bottle  of  aspirin  tablets,  probably  twenty-five, 
and  taking  three  or  four  at  a  time  had  consumed  them 
all  in  one  day.  He  also  took  some  pink  tablets, 
throwing  the  box  in  the  fire.  Medical  evidence  assigned 
death  to  sleeping  sickness  alone,  and  a  verdict  was 
returned  accordingly. 

Liverpool 

Yet  another  chemist's  shop  has  been  opened  between 
Seacombe  and  New  Brighton. 

One  hears  repeated  and  increasing  appreciation  of  the 
comprehensiveness  and  clarity  of  the  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price 
List. 

The  latest  thing  in  amateur  prescribing  is  the  following, 
handed  in  at  a  city  pharmacy  the  other  day:  "  30  drops 
carb.  Iiq.,  1  drachm  glue,  6  oz.  water.  To  be  used  to 
gargle  the  throat." 

After-Christmas  sales  have  not  developed  among 
chemists  this  year.  Perhaps  price  protection  or  clever 
stock-keeping  may  be  the  reason  why  a  slaughter  in  prices 
has  not  been  attempted  this  January,  as  in  other  businesses. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Jackson,  one  of  the  representatives  on 
Merseyside  of  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  's  the  fortunate 
possessor  of  a  good  tenor  voice.  Born  in  the  City  of 
London,  he  was,  until  coming  North,  a  member  of  the 
choir  of  a  well-known  church.  Being  in  London  last  week- 
end, he  was  invited,  not  for  the  first  time,  to  give  his 
services  on  Sunday  evening  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  The 
drug-trade  in  Liverpool  is  fortunate  in  having  plenty  of 
musical  talent,  even  if  the  craft  hears  little  of  it. 


A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was 
recorded  at  an  inquest  held  at  Waterloo,  on  January  10, 
on  the  body  of  Charles  Pickard,  Seaforth,  described  as  a 
wholesale  chemist.  The  widow  deposed  that  her  late 
husband  had  taken  chloral  hydrate  for  come  months  past 
for  insomnia.  On  January  6  he  called  her  to  the  bedside 
and  said,  "  I  am  going  now."  She  noticed  cryr'.als  on  the 
bedclothes  and  on  the  floor.  She  collected  some  of  the 
crystals,  and,  perceiving  these  to  be  chloral  hydrate, 
applied  cold  water  to  her  husband's  head  and  a  hot-water 
bottle  to  his  feet,  and  sent  for  Dr.  Dunn.  Dr.  Dunn  said 
he  had  examined  the  crystals  produced,  which  were  not 
such  as  would  be  supplied  by  a  retail  pharmacist,  but  the 
crude  crystals  used  in  manufacture.  The  effect  of  the 
usual  remedies  would  thus  be  retarded  and  a  fatal  result 
was  inevitable,  as  a  large  dose  had  been  taken. 

Nottingham 

A  local  publican  named  Morley  has  committed  suicide 
by  drinking  spirit  of  salt. 

Arising  out  of  recent  discoveries  of  the  unsuspected 
presence  of  arsenic  in  foods,  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Society  of  Public  Analysts  and  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  is  to  be  held  at  University  College  on 
January  17,  when  there  will  be  a  discussion  on  "  The 
Detection  and  Determination  of  Small  Quantities  of 
Arsenic."  The  proceedings  will  be  conducted  in  private, 
any  recommendations  being  published  later. 

Miscellaneous 

Poison-licence  application. — H.  E.  Parker,  seedsman, 
Sutton-at-Hone,  has  applied  to  the  Kent  County  Council 
for  a  licence  under  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1908. 

"  Chemistry  &  Industry  "  is  the  new  title  adopted  for 
the  1923  volume  of  the  "  Journal  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry."  The  journal  is  to  be  published 
weekly  instead  of  fortnightly,  and  is  issued  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Federal  Council  for  Pure  and  Applied 
Chemistry. 

Wages  dispute. — A  strike  involving  300  employees  of 
J.  C.  and  J.  Field,  Ltd.,  soap  and  candle  manufacturers, 
London,  S;E.,  began  on  January  6.  The  action  is  attri- 
buted to  the  posting  of  notices,  announcing  a  reduction 
of  4s.  a  week  in  men's  wages,  and  of  2s.  a  week  in 
women's  wages. 

Sales  conference. — The  annual  sales  conference  of 
Scott  &  Turner,  Ltd.,  proprietors  of  Andrews'  liver  salt, 
Neweastle-on-Tyne,  was  held  during  the  last  week  of 
1922,  and  was  attended  by  upwards  of  ninety  repre- 
sentatives. After  the  conference,  the  representatives 
were  entertained  to  dinner,  when  the  managing  director 
congratulated  them  upon  increased  sales,  reporting  that 
1922  had  eclipsed  all  previous  records  in  the  output  of 
"  Andrews." 

Drug-traffic  case. — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  January  6,  Albert  Ellis,  described  as  a  com- 
mercial traveller,  and  May  Roberts,  whose  occupation 
was  not  stated,  were  respectively  sentenced  to  six  months' 
hard  labour  (with  a  fine  of  £40)  and  six  months' 
imprisonment  in  the  second  division  (with  a  fine  of  £30) 
on  various  charges  connected  with  the  possession  of 
opium"  and  cocaine.  It  was  stated  for  the  prosecution 
that  Ellis  had  lately  been  employed  by  a  firm  of 
photographic-materials  dealers. 

Committee  on  income-tax. — It  is  announced  that  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  appointed  a  Committee 
to  consider  any  simplifications  that  may  be  practicable 
under  existing  law  in  the  return  forms,  claim  forms,  and 
notices  of  assessment  issued  in  connection  with  income- 
tax  and  super-tax,  and  to  make  recommendations.  The 
Committee  will  be  constituted  as  follows  : — Mr.  Justice 
Rowlatt  (chairman)  ;  Sir  Arthur  Shirley  Benn,  M.P. ; 
Sir  William  Finlay,  K.C.  ;  Sir  Richard  Hopkins ;  Mr. 
H.  B.  Lees-Smith,  M.P.  ;  Sir  William  McLintock ;  Sir 
William  Pearce. 

Workmen's  Compensation  (Dermatitis)  Order,  1923. 
—The  Home  Secretary  has  made  an  Order,  under  Section 
8  (6)  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1906,  to  the 
effect  that  a  person  suffering  from  dermatitis,  ulceration 
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of  the  skin,  or  ulceration  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
nose  or  mouth,  produced  by  dust  or  liquids,  shall  not  be 
■entitled  to  compensation  in  respect  of  disablement  from 
working  in  the  process  in  which  the  disease  has  been 
contracted,  or  processes  involving  risk  of  such  contraction, 
unless  the  competent  authority  is  satisfied  that  the 
disease  arises  from  long-continued  exposure  to  dust  or 
liquids.  Copies  of  the  Order,  which  comes  into  force  on 
January  22,  may  be  obtained  from  the  stationery  Office 
in  London,  Manchester,  Cardiff,  and  Edinburgh. 

P.D.  Football  Club. — On  Saturday,  January  6,  a  foot- 
ball match  played  on  Hounslow  Heath  between  teams 
representing  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  offices  and  warehouse 
at  Beak  Street,  W.  1,  and  the  laboratories  at  Hounslow, 
resulted  in  a  win  for  the  latter  by  five  goals  to  nil. 
A  social  evening  followed,  nearly  400  people  being 
present.

Willcox,  M.D.,  "  The  Systemic  Effects."  The  lectures 
will  be  given  in  London  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine, 
1  Wimpole  Street,  W.  1,  at  5.30  p.m.,  on  March  1,  8, 
15,  and  22 ;  in  Manchester,  at  the  Victoria  University, 
on  March  1,  8,  15,  and  April  6 ;  and  in  Edinburgh,  at 
the  University,  on  March  2,  9,  16,  and  April  7.  The 
lectures  are  open  to  registered  dentists  and  medical 
practitioners. 

In  the  Courts. — An  Isle  of  Wight  farmer  named 
Cheverton  was  summoned  on  January  6  for  placing 
poisoned  flesh  on  land.  It  was  stated  that  he  had 
attempted  to  kill  foxes  by  exposing  a  dead  fowl  stuffed 
with  a  mixture  containing  strychnine.  The  charge  was 
dismissed  with  a  caution. — At  Willesden  Police  Court,  on 
January  8,  George  Creswell,  Carlisle,  described  as  a 
chemist,  was  remanded  for  medical  examination  on  a 
charge  of  travelling  to  London  without  paying  his  fare.— 
At  Dartmouth,  on  January  8,  Emil  R.  Teichert,  a  stoker 
in  the  Navy,  was  remitted  to  an  escort  after  the  hear- 
ing of  a  charge  of  attempting  suicide.  It  was  stated 
that  the  accused  asked  for  an  ounce  of  strychnine  in 
a  chemist's  shop,  where,  suspicion  being  aroused,  he 
was  served  with  borax,  which  he  subsequently  mixed 
with  water  and  swallowed. — At  Tower  Bridge  Police 
Court,  London,  on  January  9,  Nicholas  Telegen,  second 
mate  of  a  German  vessel,  was  fined  £25,  with  costs,  for 
concealing  proof  spirit  and  harbouring  a  further  quantity 
on  board  his  ship.  The  total  amount  was  given  as 
2^  gallons. 


Irish  News 

Brevities 

On  January  4  the  medical  hall  of  Mr.  B.  R.  Allshire, 
Ph.C,  Glasnevin,  Dublin,  was  entered  by  two  armed 
men,  who  took  £10,  as  well  as  a  quantity  of  shaving 
soap  and  other  articles. 

At  Downpatrick  Moses  P.  Porter,  aged  two,  drank 
carbolic  acid  left  on  a  table  by  a  sister  who  had  been 
using  it  for  toothache,  and  died  shortly  afterwards.  A 
verdict  of  "  Accidental  death  "  was  returned  at  the 
inquest.

Newry  Council.  In  Coleraine  Mr.  R.  F.  McCartney, 
M.C.P.S.I.,  has  been  eturned  unopposed.  Mr.  Thomas 
Johnston,  Ph.G.,  has  been  elected  for  the  Central  Ward 
of  Lisburn.  Mr.  John  A.  Woodside,  Ph.C,  is  a  candi- 
date for  the  Town  Hall  Ward  of  Ballymena.  Mr. 
Houston  Lancashire,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  has  retired  from  the 
Ballymena  Council  after  many  years'  service.  .  At 
Tandragee  (Co.  Armagh)  Mr.  W.  J.  Meredith,  Ph.C, 
was  again  returned  unopposed,  and  at  Cookstown  Mr. 
Samuel  McKinney  was  likewise  elected  unopposed.  At 
Portadown,  Co.  Armagh,  Mr.  John  Sandford,  R.D., 
High  Street,  was  nominated  as  a  candidate. 

Belfast 

A  petition  is  being  prepared  by  the  pharmacists  of 
Belfast  against  the  proposal  of  the  Corporation  to  obtain 
powers  to  run  municipal  pharmacies. 

In  a  letter  received  recently  from  Mr.  Robert  F.  Blake, 
Belfast,  analyst  to  the  Belfast  Guardians,  applying  for 
a  readjustment  of  his  salary,  it  was  stated  that  during 
the  past  year  he  had  been  deprived  by  systematic  boy- 
cott and  other  means  of  all  his  appointments  in  the  Free 
State,  and  he  could  obtain  no  redress  from  either  the 
British  or  Provisional  Governments.  The  letter  has  been 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  establishment  of  municipal  night  dispensaries  was 
again  before  the  Belfast  Chamber  of  Trade  on  January  8, 
when  reports  were  given  of  the  deputation  that  waited 
on  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Town  Clerk  regarding  the  inser- 
tion of  certain  clauses  to  which  the  Chamber  took  excep- 
tion in  the  City  Council's  new  Parliamentary  Bill. 
Mr.  S.  D.  Bell  said  the  Lord  Mayor  assured  them  there 
would  be  no  abuse  of  any  of  the  powers  proposed  to 
be  taken,  but  the  Town  Clerk  instanced  a  personal  ex- 
perience he  had  of  several  hours'  delay  and  difficulties 
in  getting  a  prescription  filled  on  a  Sunday.  Mr.  W.  j. 
Hardy,  Ph.C,  expressed  surprise  at  the  experience  cited 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  which,  he  took  it,  was  exceptional. 
In  Dublin,  Edinburgh  and  elsewhere  night  dispensaries 
had  been  discontinued.  Night  dispensaries  meant,  per- 
haps, supplying  half  a  dozen  cases  at  very  big  expense. 
The  matter  could  be  arranged  by  subsidising  one  chemist 
in  each  district,  because  a  night  service  would  mean  a 
loss  of  from  £8  to  £10  per  week  in  each  case.  Sir 
Robert  Meyer,  the  Town  Clerk,  did  not  really  understand 
the  position.  Mr.  W.  J.  Marshall  suggested  that  as  the 
Chamber's  deputation  was  to  go  before  the  Law  Com- 
mittee with  practical  suggestions  a  deputation  from  the 
chemists'  section  should  join  them.  He  thought  Sir  R. 
Meyer  would  be  sympathetic  to  subsidising  one  or  two 
chemists  in  different  centres.  A  member  asked  if  this 
clause  should  be  inserted  in  the  Bill  because  Sir  Robert 
Meyer  could  not  get  a  prescription  filled  on  Sunday. 
Councillor  S.  D.  Cheyne  did  not  like  the  introduction 
of  any  subsidy.  The  chemists  should  arrange  the  matter 
themselves.  The  President  (Mr.  Carroll  Culbert, 
M. CP. S.I.)  thought  the  three  main  hospitals  might  meet 
the  needs  of  the  position.  There  were  many  chemists 
open  in  the  city  for  Sunday  and  night  duty.  Sir  Robert 
knew  perfectly  well  the  chemists  had  an  association,  and 
from  a  business  point  of  view  one  would  have  thought 
they  would  have  been  consulted  and  asked  for  practical 
suggestions  in  the  first  instance.

Mr.  James  Glendinning,  Ph.C,  Waterloo  Place,  pre- 
sented New  Year  gifts  to  Londonderry  City  Infirmary. 

Mr.  R.  F.  McCartney,  Ph.C,  The  Diamond,  has  been 
re-elected  a  member  of  Coleraine  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Thos.  McCully,  proprietor  of  the  Victoria  Drug 
Hall,  Waterside,  has  retired  from  Londonderry  City 
Council.

District  Lunatic  Asylum  for  the  next  six  months  has 
been  obtained  by  R.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Hanover  Street, 
Liverpool.

Edinburgh

Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Brussels  Commercial  Fair. — The  fourth  Bruisels  Com- 
mercial Fair  w-ill  be  held  from  April  9  to  25,  1923.  At  the 
last  Fair  2.214  firms  were  represented,  1,505  of  these  being 
Belgian,  372  French  and  94  British.  Thirty-four  different 
trades  exhibited,  the  transactions  reaching  the  sum  of 
700.000,000  fr.  The  whole  available  space  was  let,  and 
105  firms  had  to  be  refused.  Additional  ground  is  being 
arranged  for  the  forthcoming  event.  Invitations  have 
been  sent  to  34,146  Belgian  and  other  firms.  Full  particu- 
.  lars  are  obtainable  from  the  Belgian  Information  Bureau, 
35  Albemarle  Street,  London,  W-l. 

Chinese  musk. — The  Chinese  -musk  export  trade  is 
practically  controlled  by  four  large  firms  in  Shanghai, 
-Tachinglu,  the  principal  point  of  collection,  and  Chung- 
king, the  chief  port  of  original  export  of  this  commodity. 
There  are,  however,  at  Chungking  numerous  minor  firms 
engaged  in  supplying  the  local  demand.  In  spite  of  the 
unsettled  political  conditions  along  the  Szechwan-Tibetan 
border,  the  export  of  musk  from  Chungking  has  increased 
somewhat  since  the  close  of  the  European  war.  amounting 
in  192Q  to  about  3,600  lb.,  valued  at  577.079  Haikwan 
taels  (about  £144.000).  The  United  States,  instead  _  of 
France,  during  1920  was  the  leading  customer,  being 
credited  with  33|  per  cent,  of  the  shipments  ;  Japan  took 
25  per  cent.,  Hongkong  20  per  cent.,  and  France  12^  per 
cent.    During  the  first  nine  months  of  1921  Chungking's 


exports  were  1.040  lb.,  against  920  lb.  for  the  same  period 
of  1920. 

Swiss  pharmacists  recently  have  been  fined  for  selling 
toilet  preparations  which  on  analysis  were  found  not  to 
"comply  with  the  regulations  of  May  8,  1914,  concerning 
the  composition  of  toilet  articles.  The  regulation  in  ques- 
tion establishes  that  "  cosmetic  preparations  intended  for 
the  care  ol  the  mouth,  of  the  skin  or  the  hair,  also  hair 
dyes,  face  powders  and  pastes,  may  not  contain  any 
arsenic,  lead  or  mercury  salts.  In  addition,  hair 
dyes  may  not  contain  any  organic  compounds 
injurious  to  health,  such  as  paraphenylendiamin, 
etc."  Several  Swiss  wholesale  houses  have  in  con- 
sequence demanded  a  declaration  from  manufac- 
turers of  such  preparations  to  the  effeet  that  their 
products  do  not  contain  any  prohibited  ingredients,  and  the 
syndicate  for  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  Swiss  phar- 
macists has  requested  the  authorities  to  publish  officially 
the  results  of  the  analyses  of  preparations  of  this  class 
found  to  contravene  against  this  regulation,  in  order  that 
such  prohibited  products  may  be  withdrawn  from  sale. 

Addition  to  Italian  Pharmacopoeia. — Following  upon  an 
exhaustive  investigation  undertaken  by  Professor  \  ittorio 
Ascoli  into  the_ therapeutic  properties  of  cinchonine,  the 
Italian  Board  of  Health  has  decided  that  the  salts  of 
cinchonine  are  to  be  included  in  the  official  pharmacopoeia. 
Appended  to  this  decision  are  the  following  considera- 
tions : — "  Taking  into  consideration  the  high  price  of 
quinine  salts  and  the  frequently  high  content  of  cinchonine 
present  in  cinchona  bark,  it  is  assumed  that  the  inclusion 
of  cinchonine  in  the  pharmacopoeia  will  result  in  a  con- 
siderable saving,  since  practically  no  use  is  made  of  this 
alkaloid.  Turning  to  the  question  of  the  advantages 
presented  by  a  mixture  of  the  two  alkaloids,  it  is  assumed 
that  in  the  usual  therapeutic  doses  such  a  mixture 
possesses  complementary  therapeutic  properties,  and  is 
free  from  injurious  effects.  However,  it  is  deemed  advis- 
able to  use  these  alkaloids  separately,  in  order  to  be  able 
to  substitute  the  one  for  the  ether  in  the  case  of  necessity, 
and  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  those  deleterious  effects 
which  have  been  produced  in  animals  by  toxic  doses,  since 
it  has  been  found  that  the  mixture  of  the  two  alkaloids 
is  more  toxic  for  animals  than  the  same  amounts  adminis- 
tered separately." 

Germany's  trade  with  Spain. — In  a  leading  article  in 
"  Die  Chemische  Industrie,"  the  journal  of  the  German 
chemical  manufacturers,  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  Germany's  trade  with  Spain  is  likely  to  be  adversely 
affected  in  the  near  future.  The  existing  commercial 
treaty  has  been  terminated  by  Spain.  Up  to  the 
present  no  attempt  has  even  been  made  to  open 
negotiations  for  a  new  commercial  treaty,  and  German 
imports  may  to-day  suffer  severely,  since  Germany's 
foreign  competitors  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  number 
of  important  concessions.  In  addition,  German  imports 
into  Spain  have  to  bear  the  special  surcharge  imposed  on 
goods  coming  from  a  country  with  a  depreciated  currency. 
In  the  absence  of  a  treaty,  the  maximum  charges  of  the 
Spanish  customs  tariff  will  be  applied,  and  these  are  so 
high  as  to  be  prohibitive  as  far  as  industrial  products  are 
concerned.  Practically  the  same  remarks  apply  to 
Portugal.  However,  the  article  continues,  Germany 
will  soon  no  longer  be  completely  helpless.  On 
January  10,  1923.  the  restriction  imposed,  on  Germany 
by  Article  269  of  the-  Peace  Treaty,  not  to 
raise  any  of  the  customs  charges  included  in  part 
I.,  Section  A,  of  the  German  tariff  for  a  period  of  three 
years  on  goods  originating  in  any  of  the  27  allied  coun- 
tries having  pre-war  commercial  agreements  with 
Germany,  will  be  removed.  Germany  will  then  be  in  "  a 
position  to  _  impose,  if .  necessary,  prohibitive  duties  on 
such  articles  as  oranges,  fruits,  and  wine,  and  a  pro- 
hibitive duty  on  these  would  affect,  not  only  Spain, 
but  also  France  and  Italy.  This  fact  provides  Cermany 
with  a  weapon  to  compel  these  countries  to  grant  con- 
cessions. "  It  is  necessary  to  draw  public  attention  to 
these  possibilities,  so  that  foreign  countries  may  recognise 
that,  if  occasion  arises,  Germany  may  be  compelled  to 
change  her  customs  policy  as  a  defensive  measure  against 
attempts  at  injuring  her  foreign  trade." 
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Legal  Reports 

Arsenic  as  an  Adulterant  in  Cocoa. — At  Guildford,  on 
January  5,  the  Nestle  and  Anglo-Swiss  Condensed  Milk 
Co.,  Eastcheap,  London,  E.C.3,  were  summoned  for 
haying  sold  cocoa  adulterated  with  arsenious  oxide  to 
the  extent  of  3^  gr.  per  lb.  It  was  stated  for  the 
prosecution  that  the  purchase  of  the  cocoa  was  made 
at  the  shop  of  a  grocer,  whose  name  it  was  not  proposed 
to  mention.  Correspondence  occurred  which  brought  to 
light  the  fact  that  the  defendants  were  not  the  manu- 
facturers of  the  cocoa,  but  the  Hayes  Cocoa  Co.,  Ltd., 
from  whem  Nestle's  Company  bought  the  cocoa  under 
a  warranty.  The  presence  of  arsenic  was  traced  to  the 
potassium  carbonate  used  in  the  process  of  manufacture. 
The  Nestle  Company  had  taken  every  possl'  'e  step  to 
withdraw  from  sale  the  batch  of  cocoa  in  question,  and 
counsel  asked  that  the  summons  might  be  withdrawn.  Mr. 
Roland  Oliver,  for  the  defendants,  said  they  were  morally 
as  guiltless  as  the  retailer.  It  was  accepted  that  1  gr. 
of  arsenic  was  a  fatal  dose — equivalent  to  fifty  packets 
of  this  cocoa,  or  5,250  cups.  The  summons  was  by 
consent  withdrawn. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Fines.— At  Edinburgh  Sheriff 
Court,  on  January  3,  Mr.  Andrew  Hamilton  Paterson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  9,  Ferry  Road,  Leith,  was  charged 
in  two  instances  with  having  failed  to  record  the  purchase 
and  sale  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  and  cocaine  anaesthetic 
on  various  dates  in  August  and  September  of  last  year, 
and  in  a  third  instance  with  supplying  wholesale  972  oz. 
of  cocaine  anaesthetic  without  having  a  licence.  A 
solicitor  on  Mr.  Paterson's  behalf  said  he  was  a  registered 
chemist  and  dentist ;  he  had  been  a  chemist  for  twenty 
years.  A  fine  of  £50  was  imposed. — At  the  same  Court, 
William  Barbour  Anderson,  dental  mechanic,  pleaded 
"  Guilty  "  to  having  in  his  possession,  between  Novem- 
ber 5  and  9  last,  in  premises  occupied  by  Anderson  and 
Thomson,  Ltd.,  dental-supply  merchants,  24,  Shandwick 
Place,  44  oz.  of  Andtho,  which  contained  1  per  cent, 
of  cocaine  hydrochloride,  without  having  obtained 
authority.  Counsel  for  the  defence  stated  that  the 
accused  was  the  secretary  of  a  private  company  whose 
business  was  to  supply  all  sorts  of  dental  appliances. 
The  preparation  known  as  Andtho  contained  0.98  per  cent, 
of  cocaine.  The  substance  was  obtained  from  persons 
entitled  to  deal  in  it  under  the  Act,  and  it  was  passed 
on  in  the  same  form  to  qualified  peop'e.  Even 
if  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  an  unauthorised  person  it 
could  not  be  put  to  any  improper  use.  For  the  prosecu- 
tion it  was  pointed  out  that  it  seemed  rather  extra- 
ordinary that  those  dealing  with  an  article  of  this  descrip- 
tion should  not  have  been  aware  of  the  Regulations.  The 
sheriff  imposed  a  fine  of  £10,  and  ordered  the  forfeiture 
of  the  Andtho. — At  Aberdeen,  on  January  6,  Mr.  Roland 
Sinclair,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  having 
obtained  354  gr.  of  cocaine  and  3,388  gr.  of  morphine  for 
local  chemists  by  means  of  prescriptions,  which,  with  one 
exception,  bore  neither  the  names  nor  the  addresses  of  the 
persons  for  which  they  were  supposed  to  be  intended.  He 
was  fined  £25. 

Medicine  Stamp  Act  Case. — At  Mansion  House  Police 
Court,  London,  on  January  9,  William  Bredt,  10  Fen- 
chui-ch  Avenue,  E.C.,  appeared  in  answer  to  amended 
summonses  at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  for  selling  foreign  medicines,  to  wit, 
Bromural  and  Styptol,  without  a  paper  wrapper  and  label 
provided  and  duly  stamped,  as  required  by  the  Medicine 
Stamp  Act,  1812  (C.  ct  D.,  December  23,  1922,  p.  879). 
The  point  in  dispute  between  the  parties  was  as  follows : — 
The  summonses  were  founded  on  the  phrase  in  the  specific 
Schedule  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  which  reads 
"  Foreign  medicines  of  all  kinds  except  drugs."  The  Excise 
contended  that  the  tablets  in  dispute  were  foreign  medi- 
cines. The  defence  admitted  that  the  tablets  were  foreign 
medicines,  but  contended  that  they  w-ere  also  drugs. 
The  evidence  given  on  the  last  occasion  was  read  o,Ter. 
Mr.  Cripps  (called  for  the  Excise)  stated  that  both  were 
medicines  and  both  were  drugs  The  Customs  officer, 
Mr.  Baker,  said  he  honestly  believed  that  the  defendant 
thought    the    dispensing    label    did    away    with  the 


necessity  for  the  Government  stamp.  A  new  witness  was 
Mr.  John  William  Pooley,  analyst  at  a  Government 
laboratory,  who  stated  that  a  Bromural  tablet  was  com- 
posed of  one  drug  and  40  per  cent,  of  starch ;  it  was 
therefore  not  a  compound.  A  Styptol  tablet  was  one 
drug  and  45  per  cent,  of  starch,  the  whole  being  coated 
with  sugar.  Mr.  Trevor  Watson,  for  the  defence,  objected 
to  the  word  "  drug,"  and  Mr.  Pooley  gave  the  chemical 
names>.  In  answer  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  the  witness  said 
the  two  ingredients  were  merged  into  an  intimate  mixture 
by  pressure.  Styptol  was  sugar-coated.  Cross-examined  : 
Both  Bromural  and  Styptol  were  definite  chemical  com- 
pounds. It  was  a  common  practice  to  put  medicines  in  a 
starch  carrier.  Mr.  Gibson  contended  that  this  case  was 
on  all  fours  with  that  of  Renshaw  v.  Knoll  and  Co.,  and 
that  the  two  preparations  in  question  did  not  come  within 
the  scheduled  list  of  exceptions.  Pure  drugs,  such  as 
opium  and  quinine,  vended  entire,  were  in  a  different  cate- 
gory. Dealing  with  the  second  special  exemption  in  the 
Schedule,  Mr.  Gibson  pointed  out  that  certain  articles 
were  dutiable  if  sold  by  "  Tom,  Dick  or  Harry."  which 
were  exempt  if  sold  by  a  person  who  held  a  licence, 
but  that  did  not  mean  that  foreign  medicines  such  as  these 
could  be  sold  without  the  proper  medicine  stamp.  Mr. 
Trevor  Watson  contended  that  the  two  articles  were 
foreign  medicines,  but  were  also  foreign  drugs,  and  were, 
as  such,  exempt  from  the  stamp  duty.  They  belonged  to  the 
larger  class,  foreign  medicines,  but  also  to  the  smaller  one, 
foreign  drugs.  Counsel  went  through  the  technical  evidence 
as  to  the  composition  of  the  two  medicines,  and  said  they 
were  drugs  in  a  carrier — a  starch  carrier — and  as  such,  he 
repeated,  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The 
matter  was  important,  and  if  the  Lord  Mayor  decided 
against  him  on  a  point  of  law  he  should  ask  him  to  state 
a  case  for  the  Divisional  Court.  The  defendant  acted  in 
no  way  with  intent  to  defraud.  He  was  at  most  mistaken 
or  misled  as  to  his  legal  rights.  Mr.  James  George  Gordon, 
chemist  and  druggist,  a  director  of  Modern  Pharmacals, 
Ltd.,  having  given  evidence  as  to  starch  being  an 
excipient,  the  Lord  Mayor  said  he  should  reserve  his 
decision. 

Lime  Water  Case. — At  Old  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  January  9,  Mr.  Cyril  Thomas  Hines,  Ph.C,  86  High 
Street,  Whitechapel,  E.,  was  summoned  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for  having  sold  lime  water  that 
contained  0.00024  per  cent,  of  lead.  Mr.  G.  H.  Young 
prosecuted  for  the  Stepney  Borough  Council.  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones,  barrister,  who  represented  the  defendant,  said 
that  the  defence  raised  an  interesting  point.  It  was 
going  to  be  contended  that  tests  were  applied  which 
ought  not  to  have  been  applied.  Louisa  Hadleigh  gave 
evidence  of  purchase.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Did  the  chemist 
supply  you  with  a  bottle? — No,  I  had  one.  What  sort 
of  bottle  ? — A  pint  glass  bottle.  I.  want  to  try  to 
find  out  what  sort  it  was. — I  should  say  it  was  a  whisky 
bottle.  If  Mr.  Hines  were  to  say  it  was  a  bottle  that 
had  contained  a  natural  mineral  water,  could  you  con- 
tradict him  ?— No.  Herbert  Mills,  an  inspector  under 
the  Act,  gave  corroborative  evidence.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  : 
Did  you  clean  the  bottle  when  it  was  given  to  you  ? — 
No,  it  was  handed  to  me  by  the  analyst.  You  don't 
know  how  it  had  been  cleaned,  do  you? — No,  I  don't 
know.  Have  you  known  lead  shot  used  for  cleaning 
a  bottle? — No.  Mr.  Herbert  Hawley,  M.Sc,  public 
analyst  for  Stepney,  said  he  received  a  sample  of  lime 
water  from  the  last  witness,  examined  it  and  found 
lead,  from  which  lime  water  should  be  free.  He  cleaned 
the  bottle  himself.  Cross-examined,  the  witness  said 
that  the  total  quantity  of  lead  present  was  about  gr. 
in  a  pint.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Have  you  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  ? — I  have  a  copy  here.  Will  you  turn 
to  the  part  relating  to  lime  water  :  "  Yields  no  charac- 
teristic reaction  for  lead."  Is  that  the  same  thing  as 
saying  there  should  be  no  lead  there? — It  means  no 
detectable  lead.  Lead  is  a  common  impurity  in  glass? — 
Not  in  green  glass.  I  think  you  will  find  a  very 
small  amount  in  bottle  glass.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
glass  used  for  performing  delicate  tests  has  to  be  specially 
prepared  ? — No ;  we  usually  use  a  soda  glass,  that  is  all. 
In  further  cross-examination,  the  witness  said  he  was  not 
prepared  to  deny  that  the  bottle  might  have  contained 
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natural  mineral  water,  but  if  there  were  a  deposit  it 
would  not  be  difficult  to  remove  it  with  a  little  acid. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  What  acid  are  you  going  to  use  ? — 
Spirit  of  salt.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Which  contains  lead. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  should  like  to  make  a  submission 
on  a  point  that  had  arisen.  His  difficulty  was  that  it 
might  be  necessary  to  ask,  if  the  magistrate  did  not 
accept  his  submission,  that  the  third  sample  might  go 
to  Somerset  House.  His  submission  was  that  the  B.P. 
in  its  monograph  on  lime  water  said  it  yielded  no 
characteristic  reaction.  The  B  P.  sanctioned  an  amount 
of  lead  that  was  not  detected  by  the  ordinary  qualitative 
methods.  That  was  his  contention.  In  reply  to  his 
worship,  Mr.  Hawley  (recalled)  said  that  the  amount 
in-  question  was  detectable  by  the  ordinary  qualitative 
test.  The  magistrate  _said  that  at  present  he  had  to 
accept  from  Mr.  Hawley  that  it  was  easily  detectable. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  In  that  case  I  must  ask  that  the  third 
sample  be  sent  to  Somerset  House.  Dr.  Thomas,  medical 
officer  of  health  for  Stepney,  said  that  in  his  opinion 
the  lime  water  would  be  injurious  to  health.  Lime 
water  was  used  chiefly  for  babies.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  In 
your  experience  how  long  has  a  baby  gone  on  taking 
1|  oz.  a  day? — I  should  say  six  months.  In  six  months 
a  baby  would  consume  1£  gallons  of  lime  water,  repre- 
senting about  £  gr.  Do  you  really  suggest  that  any 
harm  could  be  done? — Yes,  I  do.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said 
he  thought  he  ought  to  say  that  his  client  had  examined 
every  possible  source  from  which  that  lead  might  have 
come  and  could  not  find  it.  It  was  a,  matter  to  prove 
in  evidence.  If  the  magistrate  was  of  opinion  that  the 
amount  was  very  small  it  might  not  be  necessary  to  send 
to  Somerset  House  at  all.  His  worship  said  that  in 
view  of  Dr.  Thomas's  opinions  he  could  not  say  so, 
but  was  bound  to  assume  it  was  a  serious  matter.  The 
case  was  adjourned  to  February  6. 

Insurance  Dispensing  Cases. — At  Clerkenwell  Police 
Court,  London,  on  January  9,  Mr.  C.  W.  Brumwell,  Ph.C, 
Euston  Square,  N.W.i,  was  summoned  for  selling  a  quan- 
tity of  mistura  potassii  bromidi  not  composed  of  ingre- 
dients in  accordance  with  the  demand  of  the  purchaser, 
inasmuch  as  it  was  deficient  in  potassium  bromide  to  the 
extent  of  12.9  per  cent.  Mr.  W.  Ricketts  prosecuted.  Dr. 
T  Shadick  Higgins,  medical  officer  of  health  for  St. 
Pancras,  giving  evidence  for  the  prosecution,  said  that  in 
this  case  he  did  not  suggest  that  any  harm  was  likely  to  be 
caused,  but  the  principle  of  accurate  dispensing  was  the 
serious  point  at  issue.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby,  for  the  defence, 
said  that  Mr.  Brumwell  had  been  in  business  for  thirty- 
four  years,  and  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  been  sum- 
moned for  anything.  His  purpose  in  this  case  could  cer- 
tainly not  have  been  to  make  extra  profit,  because  it  would 
not  amount  to  more  than  one-seventeenth  of  a  penny.  Mr. 
Brumwell's  explanation  was  that  on  November  21,  the  day 
on  which  the  sample  was  taken,  was  a  very  dark  day 
indeed.  The  mixture  was  a  very  frothy  one,  and  he 
thought  that  owing  to  the  darkness  it  was  not  easy  to  see 
which  was  froth  and  which  the  actual  medicine  to  be  sup- 
plied. The  magistrate  said  he  thought  justice  would  be 
met  if  he  dismissed  the  summons  under  the  Probation  Act, 
but,  the  defendant  must  pay  10s.  6d.  (the  analyst's  fee) 
and  21s.  costs. — At  the  same  Court,  Mr.  J.  H.  Edwards, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Gray's  Inn  Road,  was  summoned 
for  selling  mistura  quinines  deficient  in  quinine  sulphate 
to  the  extent  of  47  per  cent.  Mr.  Ricketts  stated  that  there 
had  been  no  previous  complaint  against  the  defendant. 
Mr.  Edwards  explained  that  the  deficiency  was  due  to  an 
error  on  the  part  of  an  assistant.  As  a  rule,  he  himself 
■did  nine-tenths  of  the  dispensing,  and  he  assured  the  Court 
that  he  gave  every  attention  to  National  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions, exactly  the  same  as  he  did  to  private  prescrip- 
tions. He  had  taken  every  precaution,  as  far  as  he  knew. 
The  magistrate  said  he  would  take  the  same  course  in  this 
case  as  in  the  former,  and  Mr.  Edwards  would  have  the 
analyst's  fee  to  pay  and  21s.  costs,  and  would  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Probation  Act. — At  Marylebone  Police 
Court  on  January  10  Mr.  A.  S.  Thompson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  91  Regent's  Park  Road,  N.W.,  was  summoned, 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  for  selling  a  com- 
pounded drug  (mistura  quinihee)  deficient  in  quinine  sul- 
phate to  the  extent  of  72  per  cent.    Mr.  W.  P.  Ricketts, 


prosecuting,  stated  that  recently  tests  had  been  carried 
out  in  St.  Pancras  to  see  whether  the  chemists  on  the  list 
of  the  National  Insurance  Committee  were  making  up 
prescriptions  in  accordance  with  the  London  Insurance 
Pharmacopoeia.  In  this  instance  mistura  quininae  was 
asked  for,  and  instead  of  the  article  supplied  containing 
lg  gr.  quinine  sulphate  in  every  3ss.  of  mixture,  it  con- 
tained only  0.42  gr.,  which  was  a  serious  shortage  of  an 
essential  ingredient.  The  magistrate  observed  that  if 
too  little  were  given  a  doctor  might  be  deceived,  and  led 
to  increase  the  dose,  with  very  serious  results.  Mr. 
Ricketts  said  he  did  not  suggest  that  the  defendant 
deliberately  abstained  from  giving  the  full  quantity  of 
quinine  sulphate.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby,  the  solicitor  defend- 
ing, remarked  that  the  total  cost  of  the  quinine  that 
should  have  been  in  the  medicine  was  only  an  eighth  of 
a  penny,  so  that  it  could  not  be  a  question  of  saving 
money.  This  was  the  first  complaint  against  the 
defendant  during  the  fourteen  years  he  had  been  in  busi- 
ness. The  mixture  in  question  was  made  up  from  a  con- 
centrated solution  of  quinine,  which  itself  had  been  made 
up,  without  the  defendant's  knowledge,  from  bisulphate 
of  quinine  tablets  of  a  well-known  firm.  When  tested, 
the  solution  was  found  to  have  been  made  up  of  bisul- 
phate of  quinine  and  not  sulphate,  the  former  being  the 
more  expensive  but  containing  less  quinine.  The  magis- 
trate said  he  would  take  a  very  lenient  course.  But  it 
must  not  be  assumed  from  that  that  he  did  not  fully 
appreciate  the  importance  of  prescriptions  being  made 
up  absolutely  in  accordance  with  the  doctors'  wishes.  He 
was  satisfied  that  the  deficiency  in  this  instance  was  a 
mere  slip,  there  being  no  suggestion  of  any  intent  to 
defraud.  He  would  not  put  the  stigma  of  a  conviction 
on  the  defendant,  but  would  dismiss  the  summons  under 
the  Probation  of  Offenders'  Act  on  the  defendant  paying 
£4  4s.  costs. — A  summons  was  also  before  the  Court 
against  Morton's  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  for  selling  a  com- 
pounded drug,  mistura  potassii  bromidi,  which  was  alleged 
to  be  deficient  in  potassium  bromide  to  the  extent  of 
14  per  cent.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  appeared  for  the 
defendants.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  a  witness  the  hearing 
was  adjourned.

South  African  Trade 

i  The  British  Manufacturers'  Representatives'  Associa- 
tion of  South  Africa  (Inc.),  in  the  course  of  their 
annual  report  for  1922,  state  that  the  conditions  of 
trade  during  the  past  twelve  months  from  the  point  of 
view  of  representatives  have  been  possibly  the  worst  on 
record.  At  the  end  of  1921  it  was  anticipated,  more  or 
less  confidently,  that  there  would  be  an  "early  return  to 
normal  conditions.  The  labour  trouble  that  commenced  to 
brew  on  the  Rand  and  culminated  ultimately  in  the  revolu- 
tionary strike,  however,  upset  all  calculations.  Special 
reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  dumping  legislation  and 
Customs  duties.  In  the  Customs  and  Excise  Duties  Amend- 
ment Act,  No.  35,  of  1922,  provision  was  made  to  pre- 
vent goods  being  sold  or  offered  for  sale  to  the  prejudice 
of  Union  industries  at  a  price  which  is  less  than  the  home 
consumption  value  current  at  the  time  of  exportation  plus 
importing  charges.  The  new  provision  does  not  apply 
to  articles  not  manufactured  in  the  Union.  As  some  mis- 
apprehension appears  to  exist  with  regard  to  this  legisla- 
tion the  Report  quotes  the  relative  section  in  extensox 
viz.  : — 

"  Whenever  any  goods  are  being  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
in  the  Union  for  an  amount  which  is  less  than — 

(i.)  the  price  at  which  similar  goods  are  sold  wholesale 
in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  of  their  manufac- 
ture for  consumption  therein  added  to 

(ii.)  the  cost  of  packing  and  packages ;  the  free  on  board 
charges  and  the  cost  of  the  freight  from  the  port  of  ship- 
ment in  such  country  to  the  port  of  entry  in  the  Union, 
and  by  reason  of  such  sale  or  offer  for  sale  an  industry  in 
the  Union  is  likely  to  be  seriously  affected,  the  Governor- 
General  may  by  proclamation  in  the  Gazette  declare  that 
there  shall  be  charged,  levied,  collected  and  paid  on  such 
goods  on  importation  into  the  Union  from  that  country, 
in  addition  to  the  customs  duties  otherwise  prescribed,  a 
special  customs  duty  equal  to  the  difference  between  the 
said  price  plus  the  costs  and  charges  aforesaid  and  the 
amount  at  which  such  goods  from  that  country  are  being 
sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  Union.,"  Further,  in  order 
to  safeguard  South  African  Industries  against  unfair  com- 
petition by  countries  whose  currencies  in  relation  to  Union 
currencies  are  depreciated,  proviso  was  made  in  the  above 
quoted  Act  for  the  levy  of  a  special  or  exchange  duty 
equal  to  the  difference  between  the  price  charged  to  the 
importer  and  the  value  determined  upon  at  the  fixed  rate, 
with  a  maximum  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  value  so  deter- 
mined. If,  however,  the  f.o.b.  price  of  a  proclaimed  com- 
modity is  within  10  per  cent,  of  the  export  f.o.b.  price  of 
a  like  commodity  imported  into  the  Union  from  countries 
whose  exchange  rate  in  relation  to  Union  currency  is  not 
depreciated  the  proposed  special  duty  will  not  apply.; 
This  provision  also  applies  only  to  goods  of  a  kind  that 
are  manufactured  in  this  country,  but  on  other  classes  of 
goods  the  Customs  Administration-  exercise  powers  to 
assess  valuations  up  to  the  world  parity  values.

Tungsten  Compounds. — Apparatus  for  the  continuous 
production  of  soluble  tungsten  compounds  from  wolframite 
ore  and  a  fusion  mixture.  (British  Thomson-Houston 
Co.,  Ltd.  189,873.) 

Separation  of  Chromium.— Process  for  the  electrolytic 
separation  of  metallic  chromium  from  strongly  acid,  and 
also  alkaline,  solutions  of  chromium  salts,  permitting  the 
use  of  the  green  modifications.    (E.  Liebreich.  164,731.) 

Manufacture  of  Hydrogen  Peroxide. — Refers  to  the 
utilisation  of  vessels  made  of  tantalum  in  processes  for 
making  or  concentrating  solutions  of  hydrogen  peroxide. 
(Chemische  Fabrik  Weiasenstein  G.m.b.H.  184,153.) 

Apparatus  for  Testing  Eyes. — A  specially  contrived 
casing  made  to  fit  closely  against  the  face,  provided  with 
a  device  for  applying  liquids  to  the  eyes.  (Umbsen  Manu- 
facturing Corporation  and  H.  P.  Umbsen.  189,833.) 

Anhydrous  Metallic  Chlorides. — A  process  consisting 
in  first  preparing  the  bromide  salt  by  direct  action  of 
bromine  on  metal,  then  displacing  the  bromine  by  passing 
chlorine  into  the  molten  bromide  salt  thus  formed  under 
heat  and  pressure.    (B.  H.  Jacobson.  181,385.) 

Vulcanisation  of  Rubber. — Process  for  accelerating  the 
vulcanisation  of  dissolved  rubber  by  the  interaction  of 
hydrogen  sulphide  and  sulphur  dioxide  by  the  addition 
to  the  solution  of  a  small  amount  of  quinone.  (Peachey 
Process  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  S.  J.  Peachey.  190,051.) 

Eye  Washer. — A  device  consisting  of  two  cups  which 
can  be  attached  to  the  head,  fitting  over  the  eyes  and 
provided  with  a  bent  tube  projecting  within  each  cup, 
to  produce  a  circulatory  effect  of  the  liquid,  or  for  direct- 
ing the  latter  to  different  parts  of  the  eye.  (F.  Maier. 
190,022.) 

Palatable  Distilled  Water. — An  apparatus  consisting 
of  a  drum,  tank  and  radiator  so  disposed  that  water  is 
made  to  evaporate  at  a  temperature  of  60°  C.  and  then 
condense  on  the  wall  of  the  drum,  retaining  the  air 
originally  dissolved  in  the  water,  thus  rendering  the 
product  more  palatable.    (J.  Calafat.  189,879.) 

Arsenical  Ores. — A  process,  and  an  apparatus,  for 
treating  arsenical  cobalt  or  nickel  ores,  based  on  the 
removal  of  the  arsenic  by  the  action  of  a  current  of 
dry  chlorine,  at  a  temperature  not  above  600°  C,  whereby 
the  arsenic,  as  well  as  any  iron  present  in  the  ore,  are 
removed  by  volatilisation,  as  chlorides.  (Metallurgical 
Development  Corporation.  190,025.) 

Purification  of  Gums  and  Resins. — The  crude  gum  (such 
as  acaroid  gum)  or  resin  is  finely  powdered  and  treated 
with  lime  and  water  until  solution  is  effected.  The 
latter  is  cleared  by  decanting  or  filtering  and  the  gum 
precipitated  by  the  addition  of  an  acid.  The  precipitated 
gum  is  made  to  coagulate  by  heating  the  solution  in 
•which  it  is  suspended.  (L.  Eynon  and  J.  H.  Lane. 
190,032.) 

Production  of  A.nmonia  from  Nitrogen  and  Hydrogen. — 

Method  of  producing  a  catalyst  for  the  synthetic  produc- 
tion of  ammonia  by  precipitating  an  alkali  metal-iron 
cyanide  solution  with  an  iron  salt  solution,  in  the  presence 
of  an  excess  of  the  complex  cyanide.  The  catalysts  thus 
obtained  work  at  a  temperature  of  about  400°  C,  and  at 
a  pressure  below  100  atmospheres.  (Norsk  Hydro-Elek- 
trisk  Kvaelstofaktieselskab.  168,902.) 

Dyes. — Method  for  the  production  of  certain  dyes  and 
intermediates  of  the  anthraquinone  series,  such  as 
N-dihydro-1  :  2  :  2'  :  1' -anthraquinone-azine  and  its  deriva- 
tives, by  the  fusion  of  2-amino-anthraquinone,  or  its 
derivatives,  and  caustic  potash  or  other  alkali  at  a  tem- 
perature between  200°  C.  and  240°  C.  in  the  presence  of 
an  inorganic  salt  (potassium  sulphide)  acting  as  reducing 
agent.  (A.  G.  Dandridge,  J.  Thomas,  Scottish  Dyes, 
Ltd.  189,834.)

Winter  Photographic  Business 

Service  is  one  of  the  most  important  links  in  building 
up  a  photographic  developing  and  printing  business,  and 
the  rapidity  with  which  the  customer  can  see  the  results 
of  his  efforts  makes  a  considerable  difference  in  the 
amount  of  work  he  decides  to  have  done.  Speed  is 
particularly  appreciated  during  the  height  of  the  season, 
when  both  wholesaler  and  retailer  are  overwhelmed  with 
work.  The  former,  whose  busy  period  lasts  for  three 
or  four  months  and  the  slack  one  for  five  or  six,  is 
more  or  less  dependent  on  the  orders  sent  in  by  the 
latter.  The  situation  with  the  retailers  is  somewhat 
different,  and  their  businesses  may  be  classified  under  four 
heads:  (1)  The  shop  which  handles  work  on  the  premises 
but  lets  things  slide  during  the  winter  season;  (2)  the 
similar  shop  which  pushes  photography  all  the  year 
round ;  (3)  the  establishment  which  sends  quantities  of 
work  to  a  wholesaler  during  the  rush  months  but  will 
not  be  bothered  with  anything  avoidable  in  the  winter; 
(4)  the  one  which  sends  the  work  out  and  endeavours 
to  keep  things  as  lively  as  possible  all  the  year  round. 
In  the  first  type  of  business  photography  usually  begins 
to  wake  up  some  time  in  March.  This  means  a  window- 
show,  negotiations  with  manufacturers,  engagement  of 
new  labour,  attention  to  practical  equipment,  stock,  and 
accommodation.  The  line  is  more  -  or  less  new  to  the 
public  so  far  as  that  shop  is  concerned.  The  result  is  a 
large  amount  of  fuss  and  trouble  for  small  business 
which  does  not  develop  to  anything  worth  while  for  two 
or  three  months ;  then,  when  it  reaches  high-water 
mark,  it  soon  collapses  and  hibernates.  In  the  next 
class,  the  same  troubles  exist,  but  they  are  blunted  by 
the  continuity  of  the  business,  as  there  is  no  new 
negotiating  with  wholesalers,  and  the  requisite  stock 
and  equipment  is  always  in  hand.  New  labour  may  be 
necessary,  but  the  workrooms  are  always  more  or  less 
ready  for  use  at  a  moment's  notice.  There  is  no  waiting 
for  window-show  or  advertising  to  sink  in,  as  the  public 
knows  that  the  proprietor  is  a  photographic  dealer.  The 
third  case  involves  the  troubles  of  the  first  type  in  a 
greater  degree.  The  bother  of  equipping  workrooms  and 
finding  technical  labour  are  absent,  but  the  necessary 
treating  with  a  wholesaler  is  likely  to  more,  than 
counterbalance  this.  The  policy  of  (4)  is  to  keep  things 
as  busy  as  possible  in  the  winter,  tune  business  up  early 
in  the  spring,  and  extend  it  to  the  last  gasp  in  November 
or  December.  The  wholesaler  who  caters  for  chemists' 
developing  business  appreciates  the  work  sent  him  in  the 
winter  months,  although  it  may  be  small,  and  has  a  claim 
on  his  services  not  possessed  by  his  three  confreres.

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Notes  on  Books 

"  Style 

(from  stylus,  a  pen)  is  an  excellent  thing  when  kept  well 
under  the  writer's  control,  but  when  pen  or  style  assumes 
control  itself  and  runs  away  "with' the  writer,  he  is  lost. 
We  sometimes  complain  of  the  lack  of  style  in  works 
of  science,  but  the  reading  of  Mr.  Beebe's  "  On  the  Edge 
of  the  jungle  ''  makes  one  question  whether,  in  a 
scientific  writer  at  any  rate,  excessive  preoccupation  with 
style  is  not  a  worse  fault  than  the  neglect  of  it.  What 
we  want  from  a  scientist  is  clearness,  definiteness,  pre- 
cision of  statement ;  he  should  write  always  with  his 
eye  on  the  object,  and  if  he  does  this,  his  style,  if  he  has 
any  gift  for  writing  at  all,  may  safely  be  left  to  take 
care  of  itself.  Mr.  Beebe's  books  must  be  delightful 
reading  to  anyone  whose  knowledge  of  natural  history  is 
on  a  par  with  his  own,  but  they  frequently  fail  to  convey 
any  precise  image  or  meaning  to  the  uninstructed  reader. 
They  are  full  of  atmosphere  and  the  personality  of  the 
writer,  but  we  get  only  vague  general  impressions  of 
the  things  he  writes  about.  The  explanation  is  two-fold. 
Mr.  Beebe's  mind  is  so  much  like  the  jungle  of  which  he 
writes — immensely  prolific,  teeming  with  ideas,  with 
memories,  with  knowledge  of  every  kind — that  he  gets 
lost  (or  at  least  his  reader  does)  in  the  attempt  to  make 
a  pathway  through  it.  And,  then,  he  has  a  style,  and 
knows  it — an  admirable  style  for  a  romantic  writer,  but 
a  snare  to  a  scientist.  His  books  are  full  of  vivid  flashes, 
of  description,  and  occasionally  he  shows  an  unusual 
narrative  power,  but  the  total  effect  of  his  writing  is 
rather  confusing,  rather  oppressive ;  his  tropical  luxuriance 
of  epithet  and  illustration  suggest,  and  are  perhaps  meant 
to  suggest,  the  forests  of  which  he  writes  : 

"  Nor  dark,  nor  bright,  the  region  wholly, 

But  mingled  up,  a  gleaming  melancholy ; 

A  dusky  empire  with  its  diadems ; 

One  faint,  eternal  eventide  of  gems." 

Witchcraft, 

though  it  was  doubtless  half  pure  superstition  and  the 
other  half  pure  fraud,  was  a  very  real  power  for  evil ; 
and  after  reading  Miss  Murray's  book,  "  The  Witch-cult 
in  Western  Europe,"  one  cannot  wonder  at  the  rigour, 
cruel  as  it  was,  of  the  punishment  meted  out  to  its 
practisers,  even  by  such  humane  men  as  Sir  Matthew 
Hale  and  Sir  Thomas  Browne.  In  the  work  re- 
ferred to,  it  is  shown  to  have  been  an  elaborately 
organised  religion,  of  which  the  supposed  devil  was  the 
god,  the  witches  being  his  priests  and  ministers.  The 
book  is  full  of  interest,  especially  for  anthropologists 
and  folk-lorists.  Pharmacists,  too,  particularly  those 
who  have  lived  mostly  in  country  places  and  been 
brought  into  contact  with  instances  of  the  survival 
of  the  superstition,  will  find  in  it  much  to  interest 
them.  The  most  curious  bit  of  pharmaceutic  lore 
connected  with  the  cult  is  the  account  given  of  the 
"  flying  ointments,"  by  the  application  of  which  the 
sensation  of  flying  was  produced,  and  the  explanation 
given  of  them  by  Professor  A.  J.  Clark  in  an  appendix. 
The  active  ingredients  of  these  ointments  were  bella- 
donna and  aconite,  the  former  of  which,  says  the  Pro- 
fessor, rubbed  into  broken  places  of  the  skin,  might 
produce  delirium,  while  the  irregular  action  of  the  heart 
caused  by  the  aconite  might  produce  the  sensation  of 
flying.  We  can  find  no  support  for  his  suggestion  that 
berle  and  ache,  also  ingredients  in  these  ointments,  might 
refer  to  water  hemlock. . 

"  The  Rainbow  Bridge," 

by  the  late  Reginald  Fai-rer  (whose  name  will  be  known 
to  readers  of  "The  Gardener's  Chronicle"),  is  a  book 
with  a  singular  fascination,  especially  for  all  lovers  of 
flowers  and  plants,  and  that  in  spite  of  its  extravagant 
and  explosive  style.  Indeed,  the  style  of  the  book,  bad 
as  it  often  is  from  a  purely  literary  point  of  view,  is 
in  a  sense  an  attraction,  for  it  conveys  an  impression  of 
contact  with  an  eccentric  personality ;  and  however  we 
may  jib  at  some  crabbed  phrase  or  strange  coinage  now 
and  then  (for  English  as  it  is  usually  written  is  not  suffi- 
cient for  the  writer's  expressive  energy),  we  are  carried 


along  at  breathless  speed  from  adventure  to  adventure, 
and  from  flower  to  flower,  across  the  Alpine  ranges  of 
North-Eastern  Thibet  and  North- Western  China.  For 
it  is  in  the  borderland  of  the  two  countries  that  Mr. 
Farrer  takes  us  with  him  hunting  for  aught  that  is  rare 
and  beautiful  in  the  flora  of  the  highlands  of  Central 
Asia.  On  the  way  we  meet  with  many  a  notable  person- 
age, the  Viceroy  of  Kansu,  "  the  very  image  of  a  re- 
formed dissenting  burglar,  buttoned  up  in  his  Sunday 
blacks  for  chapel  "  ;  "  Grandmamma  Aoo,"  "  the  owner 
of  most  of  these  Alps,"  the  local  noblesse,  "  a  charred 
little  withered  witch  of  an  old  woman,0  clad  in  an 
ancient  leathern  petticoat  and  bodice,  with  an  ample  pair 
of  leathern  buskins  on  her  otherwise  bare  legs;  the  Priors 
of  the  Buddhist  monasteries  of  Tien  Tang  and  Chebson  ; 
the  "  Child  of  Earth,"  neither  Chinese  nor  Mohammedan 
nor  Thibetan,  but  the  representative  of  a  primaeval  race 
of  hairy,  curly  creatures,  "like  a  little  islet  in  the 
hairless  ocean  of  Asia "  ;  and  others  of  less  note,  but 
equally  vivid  presentment.  But  the  flowers  are  the  chief 
things,  and  strange  as  many  of  them  are,  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  discoverer  is  so  infectious  that  we  become  as  eager 
and  absorbed  as  he.  He  counts  it  the  "  apex  "  of  his 
expedition  that  he  found  a  new  species  of  gentian,  Gen- 
tiana  Farreri,  and  ■  succeeded  in  getting  specimens  of  it 
home,  where  it  bids  fair  to  flourish,  the  loveliest  of  its 
family.  His  illustrations  of  some  of  his  favourite 
flowers  are  charming.

The  liniment  window  shown  in  the  accompanying  illus- 
tration is  one  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Martin,  58  Willow  Bridge 
Street,  Leicester.  The  white  lettering,  "  Conquers  Pain," 
is  cut  out  of  demy  and  stuck  on  the  pane  :  the  centre 
bottle   is  cut  from  white  board  and  is  printed  on  in 


black  ink.  The  white  circular  discs  with  arrows  attached 
are  similarly  derived,  and  are  suspended  from  the  top 
of  the  window,  as  is  also  the  arrow  appearing  under 
"  Conquers  pain."  Bottles  are  arranged  at  the  base  of 
the  window  as  shown.  The  whole  has  a  background  of 
black  crepe  paper,  which  adds  to  its  attractiveness  and, 
makes  the  dfsplay  easily  seen  from  across  the  street, 
thereby  increasing  its  selling  power.. 
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Reviews  of  Books 

'Modern  Microscopy:  A  Handbook  for  Beginners  and 
Students.  By  M.  I.  Cross  and  Martin  J.  Cole.  Fifth 
edition,  revised  by  Herbert  F.  Angus.  8f  by  5£  in. 
Pp.  315.  10s.  6d.  London  :  Bailliere,  Tindall  &  Cox, 
8  Henrietta  Street,  Covent  Garden,  W.C. 

Comparing  this  work  with  the  fourth  edition,  published 
in  1912,  there  is  considerable  evidence  of  a  thorough 
revision  and  a  notable  addition  to  the  number  of  illustra- 
tions, there  being  twelve  page-plates  of  microscope 
objects,  reproduced  in  half-tone  and  printed  on  art  paper. 
The  rearrangement  of  the  book  and  the  additions  make  it 
practically  a  new  work.  Part  II.,  with  the  general  head- 
ing, "  The  Microscope  and  the  Scientist,"  has  a  chapter 
o.i  the  microscope  in  medicine,  histology,  geology,  engi- 
neering and  agriculture,  written  by  experts  in  the  subjects 
dealt  with.  A  feature  of  the  work  is  that  most  of  the 
chapters  are  by  different  authors,  which  is  an  excellent 
method  of  obtaining  the  best  information  there  is  on  each 
department.  The  book  is  excellent  for  students,  as  the 
construction  of  the  microscope  and  the  mounting  of  objects 
are  dealt  with  very  fully. 

A  Textbook  of  Organic  Chemistry.  By  Joseph  Scudder 
Chamberlain,  Ph.D.  7f  by  5£  in.  Pp.  959.  16s. 
George  Routledge  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Broadway  House, 
68-74  Carter  Lane,  London,  E.C. 

Dr.  Chamberlain  is  Professor  of  Organic  Chemistry  in 
the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  and  he  tells  us 
in  the  preface  that  his  aim  has  been  to  present  the  diffi- 
cult subject  of  organic  chemistry  "  in  a  sufficiently 
elementary  manner  so  as  not  to  be  beyond  the  grasp  of 
the  student  in  his  first  course  in  organic  chemistry,  yet  at 
the  same  time  to  make  the  book  comprehensive."  The 
volume  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  acyclic  compounds 
and  the  cyclic  compounds,  each  being  subdivided  into 
sections  dealing  with  definite  chemical  groups.  By 
the  use  of  distinctive  types  in  the  printing,  a  good  deal 
has  been  done  to  help  the  reader  in  grasping  the  subject. 
The  book  covers  the  field  of  organic  chemistry  very  well, 
and  the  style  in  which  it  is  written  is  not  so  curt  as  is 
usual  in  works  of  this  character.  This  helps  to  interest 
the  student  and  aids  him  in  remembering  the  subject.  An 
appendix  contains  a  brief  discussion  of  the  separation, 
purification,  identification,  analysis  and  determination  of 
molecar  weight  of  organic  compounds,  and  there  is  a 
short  list  of  books  useful  for  reference  purposes.  The 
work  is  a  welcome  addition  to  students'  books  on  organic 
chemistry,  and  should  be  useful  to  students  preparing 
for  the  Intermediate  and  Final  B.Sc.  examinations. 

The.  Chemistry  of  Essential  Oils  and  Artificial  Perfumes. 
By  Ernest  J.  Barry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.  10  in.  by  6  in. 
Pp.  365.  21s.  Vol.  II.  Fourth  edition.  London  : 
Scott,  Greenwood  &  Son,  8  Broadway,  Ludeate  Hill, 
E.C.4. 

Mr.  Parry's  standard  work  on  essential  oils  is  pub- 
lished in  two  volumes.  The  first  consists  of  monographs 
on  essential  oils,  and  the  second  (under  review)  deals  with 
the  question  of  the  odour  of  essential  oils,  the  constituents 
of  essential  oils,  synthetic  perfumes  and  isolated  aromatics 
and  the  analysis  of  essential  oils.  The  third  edition  was 
published  in  1919,  and  the  present  edition,  25  pages  more, 
bears  evidence  of  considerable  revision.  Chapter  II., 
entitled  "  The  Relationship  Between  Odour  and  Chemical 
Constitution,"  is  new,  and  has  been  written  by  Mr.  T.  H. 
Durrans,  of  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.'s  research  "laboratories. 
This  chapter  deals  with  a  difficult  but  important  subject 
to-  the  perfumer,  and  reviews  the  various  theories,  the 
author  concluding  that  the  unsatisfied  affinity  of  an 
odoriferous  body  plays  a  fundamental  part  in  the  produc- 
tion of  its  odour  by  reason  of  one  or  more  chemical 
reactions  taking  place  in  the  olfactory  organ  :  the  reactions 
must  necessarily  be  complicated  and  rapid.  They  are  at 
present  entirely  unknown  and  problematical.  Chapter  III., 
dealing  with  the  constituents  of  essential  oils,  occupies  the 
greater  part  of  the  volume,  the  last  chapter  being  an  able 
summary  of  the  special  methods  employed  in  the  analysis 
of  essential  oils.  The  two  volumes  of  Mr.  Parry's  work 
are  up-to-date  and  the  most  comprehensive  work  on  the 
subject  in  existence. 


Discoveries  and  Inventions  of  the  Twentieth  Century.- 
By  Edward  Cressy.  Second  edition.  8|  in.  by  5£  in. 
Pp.  458,  with  342  illustrations.  12s.  6d.  net.  George 
Routledge  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  68-74  Carter  Lane,  London, 
E.C.  4. 

The  appearance  of  the  second  edition  of  this  book  on 
popular  science  shows  that  there  is  a  desire  for  wider 
knowledge  among  the  general  public.  The  work  i3 
eminently  attractive,  well  written  in  simple  language, 
and  profusely  illustrated  with  magnificent  plates  or  simple 
diagrams.  The  author  has  fulfilled  well  the  task  of  cover- 
ing a  tremendous  field  without  losing  clarity  or  interest, 
interpreting  in  simple  language  without  perpetrating 
scientific  inaccuracies.  Naturally  only  the  fringe  of  each 
subject  is  dealt  with,  but  even  specialists  desire  general 
knowledge  on  other  subjects,  and  to  such  and  the  better- 
educated  public  the  above  work  appeals  strongly.  The 
first  few  chapters  are  concerned  with  power  production 
(water,  steam,  gas  or  oil,  and  electric)  and  transmission. 
Then  machine  tools,  welding,  and  foundry  work  are  dealt 
with.  The  intense  heat  of  the  electric  furnaces  contrasts 
with  cold  storage  in  the  subsequent  chapter,  but  each  has 
quite  a  number  of  satellite  industries.  Colloids  and  cata- 
lysts illustrate  the  borderland  of  modern  chemistry. 
Transportation  on  land,  overseas,  and  through  air  are 
dealt  with  in  extenso.  The  chapter  on  wireless  telegraphy 
is  valuable  at  the  present  junctui'e.  The  illustration 
and  description  of  thermionic  valves  are  very  illuminat- 
ing. Photography  and  radium  are  the  concluding  chapters. 
We  do  not  recall  reading  a  book  in  which  general  interest 
is  better  sustained  to  the  end,  or  having  seen  a  "  popular  " 
work  so  free  from  misstatements  of  fact. 

The  Analysis  of  Rubber.  By  J.  B.  Tuttle.  9^  in.  by 
6  in.  Pp.  155.  $2.50  net.  The  Chemical  Catalog 
Co.,  Inc.,  19  East  24th  Street,  New  York,  U.S.A. 
The  above  is  an  addition  to  the  series  of  scientific  and 
technological  monographs  issued  under  the  authority  of 
the  American  Chemical  Society  in  fulfilment  of  the 
arrangement  made  at  the  Inter-Allied  Conference  of  Pure 
and  Applied  Chemistry  in  1919.  One  of  the  objects  of 
the  monographs  is  "to  present  the  knowledge  available 
on  the  chosen  topic  in  a  readable  form,  intelligible  to 
those  whose  activities  may  be  wholly  along  a  different 
line."  The  present  work  admirably  fulfils  this  condition. 
Moreover,  it  is  concise  without  being  over-technical,  and 
gives  precise  methods  without  interminable  detail.  Even 
more  valuable  is  the  sane  criticism  of  alternative  methods 
and  the  limitations  of  accuracy  in  interpretation  of 
results.  The  work  is  the  best  possible  type,  written  by 
an  expert  who  has  co-ordinated  probability  of  theory  with 
actuality  of  practice.  The  first  chapter  on  rubber  analysis, 
which  is  illuminating,  is  followed  by  others  on  the  com- 
position of  crude  rubber  and  the  preparation  of  rubber 
compounds ;  the  use  of  accelerators  of  the  vulcanisation 
process  (including  the  ultra-rapid  type)  is  followed  by  a 
short  discussion  of  the  theory  of  vulcanisation.  Attention 
is  then  given  to  the  sampling  of  rubber  and  its  extraction 
with  solvents.  The  determination  of  rubber,  "sulfur" 
determinations,  and  mineral  analysis  form  the  most  impor- 
tant items  of  the  remainder  of  the  work.  It  is  completed 
with  an  excellent  bibliography  and  two  appendices  on 
the  preparation  of  materials  for  rubber  manufacture  and 
physical  tests  of  rubber.  There  is  an  accuracy  of  expres- 
sion and  a  balance  of  judgment  which  it  is  refreshing 
to  find  in  an  American  text-book. 

The  Manufacture  of  Dyes.  By  John  Cannell  Cain,  D.Sc.- 
8|  by  5£  in.  Pp.  274.  12s.  6d.  net.  Macmillan  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  St.  Martin's  Street,  London,  W.C. 
This  posthumous  publication  of  Dr.  Cain  was,  without 
doubt,  intended  to  supplement  the  earlier  volume  on  "  The 
Manufacture  of  Intermediate  Products  for  Dyes."  The 
preparation  of  the  manuscript  for  press  was  completed 
by  Professor  J.  F.  Thorpe,  who  purposely  refrained  from 
making  additions  so  as  to  leave  the  work  as  written  by 
the  author.  The  book  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  tech- 
nological science  and  is  a  further  example  of  the  newep 
type  of  publication  written  by  authors  conversant  with 
the  practical  side  of  the  subject.  The  contents  of  thai- 
book  are  divided  into  seventeen  chapters  (each  dealing 
with  the  manufacture  •  of  a  type  of  colour)  as  follows  ? 
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(1)  Nitroso-colours ;  (2)  Nitro-colours ;  (3)  Stilbene- 
eolours ;  (4)  Pyrazolone  colours ;  (5)  Azo  colours,  monazo, 
disazo,  trisazo  and  tetrakisazo;  (6)  Diphenylmethane 
colour ;  (7)  Triphenylmethane  colours ;  (8)  Diphenyl- 
napthylmethane  colours ;  (9)  Xanthone  colours ;  (10)  Acri- 
dine  colours;  (11)  Quinoline  colours;  (12)  Thiobenzenyl 
colours ;  (13)  Oxazine  and  Thiazine  colours ;  (14)  Azine 
colours;  (15)  Sulphur  colours;  (16)  Anthra  quinone  and 
allied  colours;  (17)  Indigoid  colours.  There  is  also  a 
comprehensive  index.  The  treatment  is  necessarily  very 
concise  in  describing  actual  process  of  manufacture,  but 
ample  reference  is  given  both  to  patent  specifications  and 
scientific  literature.  More  important  still  is  the  practical 
comment  of  the  author  on  the  practicability  or  otherwise 
of  the  "  alleged  "  process.  Indeed,  it  is  astonishing  what 
an  amount  of  detail,  precision  and  reference  is  comprised 
within  the  274  pages  of  the  book,  which  will  undoubtedly 
be  used  by  anyone  connected  with  the  dye  industry. 

Atomic  Form  with  Special  Reference  to  the  Configuration 
of  the  Carbon  Atom.  By  Edward  E.  Price.  7£  by 
4|  in.  Pp.  148.  5s.  net.  Longmans,  Green  &  Co.? 
39  Paternoster  Row,  London2  E.G.  4. 
The  theory  of  atomic  form  presented  by  the  author 
provides  a  problem  for  the  scientist  and  the  reviewer. 
The  author  assigns  a  definite  geometric  form  to  the  atom 
In  the  case  of  the  carbon  atom  this  takes  the  form  of 
an  irregular  tetrahedron  (called  a  carbonoid),  which  has 
the  great  merit  of  being  simple  and  symmetrical.  Two 
carbonoids  together  form  an  "  ethyloid,"  the  charac- 
teristic of  ethane,  ethyl  alcohol,  etc.,  and  three  ethyloids 
(or  six  carbinoids)  condense  to  benzene.  The  interest 
in  the  theory  consists  in  the  building  up  of  compounds 
such  as  benzene  and  mesitylene  from  paper  models  of 
carbinoids.  These  represent  very  well  the  stability  and 
ease  of  formation  of  such  compounds.  The  questions  of 
tautomerism  and  optical  activity  (asymmetric  carbon 
atom)  become  easy  to  follow  on  the  new  hypothesis.  The 
■following  illustrations  are  exceedingly  ingenious  :  Rings 
of  carbonoids  (fig.  19,  amorphous  carbon),  network  of 
carbonoids  (fig.  20,  graphite),-  the  condensation  of  iso- 
prene  to  chains  of  indefinite  length  capable  of  separations 
(elasticity)  at  ioints  (fig.  37,  rubber).  The  author's 
theory  is  one  that  would  meet  with  scant  recognition  but 
for  the  fact  that  recent  research  on  crystal  structures  (or 
lattice)  assigns  a  tetrahedral  arrangement  to  carbon.  It 
is  also  curious  that  a  suggestion  made  during  the  new 
investigations  of  building  up  atoms  from  protons  (positive 
electrons)  and  electrons  (negative  electrons)  is  that  the 
carbon  atom  behaves  as  if  it  were  tetrahedral  in  shape. 
While  most  scientists  will  have  many  doubts  in  assigning 
a  definite  form  to  a  vibrating  atom,  the  above  work  is 
well  worth  study,  especially  in  giving  some  concept  of 
the  form  of  carbon  chains  and  rings. 

A  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry.      By  Sir  Edward 
Thorpe,  C.B.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.    Revised  and  enlarged 
edition.    Vol.  III.,  Explosives — K.     9^  in.  by  6  in. 
Pp.  735.   £3  net.   Vol.  IV.,  L— Oxydisilin.    Pp.  740. 
£3  net.     Longmans,  Green  &  Co.,  39  Paternoster 
Row,  London,  E.C.  4. 
Among  chemical  dictionaries,  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of 
"Applied  Chemistry  "  fills  a  niche  of  its  own.  Whenever 
knowledge  of  the  application  of  chemical  processes  is 
concerned  it  is  the  first  reference  work  consulted.  It 
is  curious  that  England  is  the  home  of  the  technological 
dictionary  and  Germany  the  land  of  "  tabellen."  The 
present  volumes  give  evidence  of  the  upheaval  in  chemical 
industry  during  the  last  few  years.     Important  sections 
such  as  explosives  and  glass  are  practically  rewritten, 
,  and  everywhere  is  evident   the  great    knowledge  and 
meticulous  care  of  the  contributors  in  revising  and  con- 
densing the  maximum  amount  of  knowledge  in  the  space 
available.       Modern    science  progresses  by   leaps  and 
bounds ;  individual  subjects  become  more  specialised  and 
subdivided ;  so  that  unless  there  is  some  work  such  as 
the   dictionary    of   applied  chemistry  to  collate  and  co- 
ordinate the  usable  data,   investigators,  both  in  works 
ftnd  laboratory,  would  have  to  sort  among  much  chaff 
to  find  the  few  kernels  of  knowledge  desired.    The  work 
Upholds  the  best  British  traditions  of  sane  and  sound 
practical  application  of  chemistry  and  of  utility. 


'  Volume  III.  begins  with  explosives,  and  includes  the 
many  high  explosives  brought  into  use  during  the  great 
war.  It  is  curious  how  under  alphabetical  arrangement 
allied  subjects  come  together  in  the  same  volume.  Thus, 
gas  warfare  is  included  herein  with  its  poison  gases 
(including  tear-producing  and  sneezing  gases).  Fuel  is 
dealt  with,  as  also  are  fuel  gases  (town  gas,  producer  gas, 
and  oil  gas),  gas  mantles,  flame,  furnaces,  fire  ex- 
tinction— quite  a  convenient  collocation.  Similarly  felspar, 
fritts  and  glazes,  as  well  as  glass  industry,  are  found 
within  this  volume.  The  last-named  section  is  thoroughly 
representative  of  the  great  advance  in  scientific  glass- 
ware in  this  country,  and  foreshadows  a  stable  industry, 
although  it  is  an  industry  under  a  cloud  at  the  moment. 
Extraction  apparatus  and  filtration  processes  are  reviewed. 
Other  references  comprise  whole  industries,  such  as 
fermentation,  glue  and  gelatin,  hydrogen  and  hydregenated 
oils,  iron,  and  dyes  (indigo  and  ketone).  Of  pharmaceu- 
tical interest  are  glucosides,  gum-resins,  glycerin,  and 
iodine,  as  well  as  many  smaller  monographs  on  drugs 
such  as  gentian,  kamala,  and  jaborandi. 

Volume  IV.  surpasses  even  the  previous  volume  in 
pharmaceutical  interest.  Mr.  C,  T.  Bennett  is  responsible 
for  the  section  on  essential  oils  (twelve  pages),  while  fixed, 
oils  and  fats,  revised  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Mitchell,  occupy 
forty-five  pages.  Dr.  H.  E.  Watt  is  responsible  for  nux 
vomica  and  opium  with  its  myriad  alkaloids.  Other 
important  items  to  pharmacists  are  oleo-resins,  liquorice, 
musk,  mace  and  nutmeg,  manna,  lecithin,  marking  ink, 
meat  extracts,  and  nicotine.  The  industries  of  prime 
importance  are  leather,  lead,  nickel,  and  nitrogen.  The 
article  on  liqueurs  and  cordials,  by  Mr.  James  Connah, 
is  full  of  interest.  Metallography  is  a  section  which  has 
grown  greatly  in  size  and  importance.  Nephelometry,  the 
science  of  opalescence,  is  a  new  research  method  described 
in  detail.  The  diversity  of  subjects  is  illustrated  by 
milk,  matches,  mica,  melting-points,  and  liquefaction  of 
gases.  Throughout  the  volumes  the  practical  experience 
is  evident  on  every  page.  The  culmination  of  work  by 
expert  contributors  is  seen  in  the  naphthalene  section, 
which  comprises  over  100  pages,  each  often  dealing  with 
three  or  more  subdivisions  of  compounds.  Nevertheless, 
Dr.  W.  Palmer  Wynne  contrives  to  give  introductory 
notes,  preparation  properties,  identification  and  reactions 
for  each  division,  including  in  many  cases  graphical 
formulae  showing  stages  in  transformation.  Even  such  a 
complete  work  is  occasionally  lacking.  We  have  looked 
in  vain  for  flotation  process,  isotopes,  and  carbon  tetra- 
chloride as  a  fire  extinguisher.  The  work  is  one  which 
anyone  connected  with  chemical  industry  should  possess. 


B.P.  Notes 

By  "  Abel  Scholar  " 

Acacioz  Giinimi 
In  the  B.P.  monograph  no  reference  is  made  to  the 
"debris"  which  always  accompanies  this  drug  unless.it 
is  sorted  or  "  elect."  There  should  be  some  limit  to  the 
insoluble  impurities,  although  when  preparing  the 
mucilago  acacia?  the  operator  is  warned  of  their  presence. 
In  some  cases,  notably  "  smalls,"  the  preparation  would 
be  much  weakened  and  its  emulsifying  and  suspending 
functions  impaired  or  diminished  by  washing.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  phrase  "  clean  and  uniform  pieces 
should  be  chosen  "  would  be  a  useful  reminder  that  there 
are  some  pitfalls  to  be  avoided  in  making  mucil.  acaciae. 

Magnesii  Carb&nas 
According  to  the  B.P.r  this  salt  yields  no  characteristic 
reaction  for  aluminium,  copper  or  calcium.  It  would 
hardly  be  possible  to  get  this  compound  entirely  free 
from  calcium  at  a  reasonable  cost,  and  it  would  be  better 
if  there  were  a  limit  fixed  ;  1  to  2  per  cent,  may  be 
suggested.  In  chemical  work,  certain  brands  of  mag.  carb. 
used  to  be  described  as  calcium  free,  but  never  were. 
There  is  a  difficulty  in  determining  the  presence  of  small 
amounts  of  calcium  in  large  quantities  of  magnesium,  and 
perhaps  that  will  explain  why  it  is  not'  more  frequently 
detected.  A  really  good  test  for  detecting  minute  quan- 
tities of  calcium  in  magnesium  salts  would  be  useful. 
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Pharmaceutical  Ethics 

The  ethical  relations  of  the  pharmacist  to  the  public  and 
to  medical  practitioners  was  formerly  a  favourite  subject 
of  discussion  in  this  country.  In  the  United  States  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  at  their  meeting  in 
August,  adopted  the  following  code  of  ethics : — 

CHAPTER  I. 

The  Duties  of  the  Pharmacist  in  Connection  with  His 
Services  to  the  Public 

Pharmacy  has  for  its  primary  object  the  service  which 
it  can  render  to  the  public  in  safeguarding  the  handling, 
sale,  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medicinal  substances. 

The  practice  of  pharmacy  demands  knowledge,  skill  and 
integrity  on  the  part  of  those  engaged  in  it.  Pharmacists 
are  required  to  pass  certain  educational  tests  in  order  to 
qualify  under  the  laws  of  our  states.  The  states  thus 
restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  those  persons  who  by 
reason  of  special  training  and  qualifications  are  able  to 
qualify  under  regulatory  requirements  and  grant  to  them 
privileges  necessarily  denied  to  others. 

In  return  the  states  expect  the  pharmacist  to  recognise 
his  responsibility  to  the  community  and  to  fulfil  his  pro- 
fessional obligations  honourably  and  with  due  regard  for 
the  physical  and  moral  well-being  of  society. 

The  pharmacist  should  uphold  the  approved  legal 
standards  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the 
National  Formulary  for  articles  which  are  official  in  either 
of  these  works,  and  should,  as  far  as  possible,  encourage 
the  use  of  these  official  drugs  and  preparations  and  dis- 
courage the  use  of  objectionable  nostrums.*  He  should 
sell  and  dispense  only  drugs  of  the  best  quality  for 
medicinal  use  and  for  filing  prescriptions. 

He  should  neither  buy,  sell,  nor  use  substandard  drugs 
for  uses  which  are  in  any  way  connected  with  medicinal 
purposes. 

The  pharmacist  should  be  properly  remunerated  by  the 
public  for  his  knowledge  and  skill  when  used  in  its  behalf 
in  compounding  prescriptions,  and  his  fee  for  such  pro- 
fessional work  should  take  into  account  the  time  consumed 
and  the  great  responsibility  involved  as  well  as  the  cost 
of  the  ingredients. 

The  pharmacist  should  not  sell  or  dispense  powerful 
chugs  and  poisons  to  persons  not  properly  qualified  to 
administer  or  use  them,  and  should  use  every  proper  pre- 
caution to  safeguard  the  public  from  poisons  and  from  all 
habit-forming  medicines. 

The  pharmacist,  being  legally  entrusted  with  the  dis- 
pensing and  sale  of  narcotic  drugs  and  alcoholic  liquors, 
should  merit  this  responsibility  by  upholding  and  conform- 
ing to  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  distribution 
of  these  substances. 

The  pharmacist  should  seek  to  enlist  and  merit  the  con- 
fidence of  his  patrons,  and  when  this  confidence  is  won  it 
should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by  extortion 
or  misrepresentation  or  in  any  other  manner. 

The  pharmacist  should  consider  the  knowledge  which  he 
gains  of  the  ailments  of  his  patrons  and  their  confidences 
regarding  these  matters,  as  entrusted  to  his  honour,  and 
he  should  never  divulge  such  facts  unless  compelled  to  do 
so  by  law. 

The  pharmacist  should  hold  the  health  and  safety  of 
his  patrons  to  be  of  first  consideration  ;  he  should  make 
no  attempt  to  prescribe  or  treat  diseases  or  strive  to  sell 
drugs  or  remedies  of  any  kind  simply  for  the  sake  of 
profit. 

He  should  keep  his  pharmacy  clean,  neat  and  sanitary  in 
all  its  departments  and  should  be  well  supplied  with 
accurate  measuring  and  weighing  devices  and  other  suit- 
able apparatus  for  the  proper  performance  of  his 
professional  duties. 

It  is  considered  inimical  to  public  welfare  for  the  phar- 
macist to  have  any  clandestine  arrangement  with  any 
physician  in  which  fees  are  divided  or  in  which  secret 
prescriptions  are  concerned. 

The  pharmacist  should  primarily  be  a  good  citizen,  and 
should  uphold  and  defend  the  laws  of  the  state  and

nation.  He  should  inform  himself  concerning  the  laws, 
particularly  those  relating  to  food  and  drug  adulteration 
and  those  pertaining  to  health  and  sanitation,  and  should 
always  be  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  proper  authorities 
having  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

The  pharmacist  should  be  willing  to  join  any  con- 
structive effort  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  and  he 
should  regulate  his  public  and  private  conduct  and  deeds 
so  as  to  entitle  him  to  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
community  in  which  he  practices. 

CHAPTER  II. 

The  Duties  of  the  Pharmacist  in  His  Relations  to  the 
Physician 

The  pharmacist  even  when  urgently  requested  so  to  do 
should  always  refuse  to  prescribe  or  attempt  diagnoses. 
He  should,  under  such  circumstances,  refer  applicants  for 
medical  aid  to  a  reputable  legally  qualified  physician.  In 
cases  of  extreme  emergency  as  in  accident  or  sudden 
illness  on  the  street  in  which  persons  are  brought  to' him 
pending  the  arrival  of  a  physician,  such  prompt  action 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  suffering  as,  is  dictated  by 
humanitarian  impulses  and  guided  by  scientific  knowledge 
and  common  sense. 

The  pharmacist  should  not,  under  any  circumstances, 
substitute  one  article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an 
article  for  another  in  a  prescription,  without  the  consent 
of  the  physician  who  wrote  it.  No  change  should  be  made 
in  a  physician's  prescription  except  such  as  is  essentially 
warranted  by  correct  pharmaceutical  procedure,  nor  any 
that  will  interfere  with  the  obvious  intent  of  the  pre- 
scriber,  as  regards  therapeutic  action. 

He  should  follow  the  physician's  directions  explicitly  in 
the  matter  of  refilling  prescriptions,  copying  the  formula 
upon  the  label  or  giving  a  copy  of  the  prescription  to  the 
patient.  He  should  not  add  any  extra  directions  or 
caution  or  poison  labels  without  due  regard  for  the  wishes 
of  the  prescriber,  providing  the  safety  of  the  patient  is 
not  jeopardised. 

Whenever  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
physician's  prescription  or  directions,  he  should 
invariably  confer  with  the  physician  in  order  to  avoid  a 
possible  mistake  or  an  unpleasant  situation. 

He  should  never  discuss  the  therapeutic  effect  of  a 
physician's  prescription  with  a  patron  nor  disclose  details 
of  composition  which  the  physician  has  withheld,  sug- 
gesting to  the  patient  that  such  details  can  be  properly 
discussed  with  the  prescriber  only. 

Where  an  obvious  error  or  omission  in  a  prescription  is 
detected  by  the  pharmacist,  he  should  protect  the  interests 
of  his  patron  and  also  the  reputation  of  the  physician  by 
conferring  confidentially  upon  the  subject,  using  the 
utmost  caution  and  delicacy  in  handling  such  an  important 
matter. 

CHAPTER  III. 

The  Duties  of  Pharmacists  to  Each  Other  and  to  the 
Profession  at  Large 
The  pharmacist  should  strive  to  perfect  and  enlarge 
his  professional  knowledge.  He  should  contribute  his 
share  toward  the  scientific  progress  of  his  profession  and 
encourage  and  participate  in  research,  investigation  and 
study. 

He  should  associate  himself  with  pharmaceutical  organ- 
isations whose  aims  are  compatible  with  this  code  of  ethics 
and  to  whose  membership  he  may  be  eligible.  He  should 
contribute  his  share  of  time,  energy  and  expense  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  these  organisations  and  promote  their 
welfare.  He  should  keep  himself  informed  upon  pro- 
fessional matters  by  reading  current  pharmaceutical  and 
medical  literature. 

He  should  perform  no  act,  nor  should  he  be  a  party  to 
any  transaction,  which  will  bring  discredit  to  himself  or 
to 'his  profession  or  in  any  way  bring  criticism  upon  it, 
nor  should  he  unwarrantedly  criticise  a  fellow,  pharmacist 
or  do  anything  to  diminish  the  trust  reposed  in  the 
practitioners  of  pharmacy. 

The  pharmacist  should  expose  any  corrupt  or  dishonest 
conduct  of  any  member  of  his  profession  which  comes  to 
his  certain  knowledge,  through  those  accredited  processes 
provided  by  the  civil  laws  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  pharmaceutical  organisations,  and  he  should  aid  in 
driving  the  unworthy  out  of  the  calling. 
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He  should  not  accept  agencies  for  objectionable  nos- 
trums nor  allow  his  name  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
advertisements  or  correspondence  for  furthering  their  sale. 

He  should  courteously  aid  a  fellow  pharmacist  who  may 
request  advice  or  professional  information  or  who,  in  an 
emergency,  needs  supplies. 

He  should  not  aid  any  person  to  evade  legal  require- 
ments regarding  character,  time  or  practical  experience 
by  carelessly  or  improperly  endorsing  or  approving  state- 
ments relating  thereto. 

He  should  not  imitate  the  labels  of  his  competitors  nor 
take  any  other  unfair  advantage  of  merited  professional 
or  commercial  success.  When  a  bottle  or  package  of  a 
medicine  is  brought  to  him  to  be  refilled,  he  should  remove 
all  other  labels  and  place  his  own  thereon  unless  the 
patron  requests  otherwise. 

He  should  not  fill  orders  which  come  to  him  by  mistake, 
being  originally  intended  for  a  competitor. 

He  should  deal  fairly  with  manufacturers  and  wholesale 
druggists  from  whom  he  purchases  his  supplies ;  all  goods 
received  in  error  or  excess  and  all  undercharges  should  no 
as  promptly  reported  as  are  shortages  and  overcharges. 

He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  proper  trade 
regulations  and  rules,  promptly  meet  all  obligations  and 
closely  adhere  to  all  contracts  and  agreements.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

Your  Insurance  Dispensing  Retrospect, 

or  as  much  of  it 

as  has  yet  appeared,  is  eminently  judicial  in  tone,  and 
will  be  generally  accepted  as  a  thoroughly  impartial 
account.  What  you  say  of  the  effect  of  stock  mixtures 
on  prescribing  is  particularly  noteworthy,  the  more  so 
because  this  is  a  point  that  has  not  been  sufficiently 
noticed  before.  The  habit  of  prescribing  ready-made 
mixtures  is  an  insidious  one  that  grows  imperceptibly 
when  once  indulged  in,  and  these  stock  mixtures  are 
no  doubt  responsible  for  the  increased  frequency  with 
which  proprietary  medicines  are  also  prescribed.  More 
than  that,  by  the  simplification  of  the  dispenser's  task 
they  are  likely  to  foster  the  practice  of  dispensing  by 
doctors.  With  so  many  things  made  ready  to  his  hand 
the  merest  tyro  in  pharmacy  can  manage  to  dispense 
after  a  fashion,  and  the  hard- worked  doctor  can  "  fill  " 
his  own  prescriptions  in  next  to  no  time.  In  short,  stock 
mixtures  are  another  nail  in  the  coffin  of  high-class 
dispensing. 

The  New  Benevolent  Fund, 

towards  the  foundation  of  which 
Mrs.  Foggan  so  generously  contributes,  is  badly  needed, 
many  cases  of  great  hardship  occurring  which  the  existing 
fund  is  adjudged  powerless  to  relieve.  I  confess  I  do 
not  see  on  what  ground  this  judgment  rests  in  at  least 
one  case  in  which  I  am  interested.  Some  years  ago 
the  daughter  of  an  old  governor  of  mine,  a  member  of 
the  Society  since  the  fifties  of  last  century,  and  a  regular 
subscriber  to  the  fund,  became  totally  incapacitated  for 
earning  her  own  living  and  entirely  dependent  upon 
sisters  who  had  to  work  hard  for  theirs.  The  only 
chance  of  successful  treatment  of  her  case  was,  said  the 
doctors,  a  course  of  treatment  at  a  certain  health  resort. 
She  did,  I  believe,  try  this  treatment  for  a  month  and 
received  some  benefit  from  it,  but  for  want  of  means 
had  to  leave  uncured.  I  brought  the  case  to  the  notice 
of  the  late  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  who  very  kindly  did 
his  best  to  procure  a  grant  from  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
This,  however,  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  lady 
was  not  an  orphan,  though  both  her  parents  had  been 
dead  for  several  years.  A  more  pitiful  or  a  more 
deserving  case  there  could  not  be.  The  new  fund  would, 
I  suppose,  be  eligible  for  the  relief  of  such. 

Mr.  Melhuish 

did  not  sufficiently  press  his  point,  at  the 
Council-meeting  reported  in  your  last  week's  issue,  with 
regard  to  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund.  It  is 
putting  the  case  very  inadequately  to  say  that  the  need 
for  the  fund  may  pass  away,  for  in  course  of  time  it 
must  inevitably  pass  away.  The  desire  of  the  Committee 
to  place  the  fund  upon  a  "  permanent  basis  "  which  will 
allow  of  greater  "  elasticity  "  in  its  administration  is 
only  explicable  on  the  assumption  that  it  is  intended 
to  use  it  for  other  than  the  immediate  purpose  for  which 
it  was  subscribed,  and  no  amount  of  argument  to  the 
contrary  can  get  over  that  fact.  The  Committee,  indeed, 
confessedly  want  to  preserve  it  "  for  the  benefit  of  phar- 
macy," but  it  was  not  raised  for  the  benefit  of  pharmacy 
but  for  the  relief  of  those  pharmacists  who  suffered  loss 
through  the  war.  The  distinction  may  be  too  fine  for 
the  Committee  and  its  defenders,  but  it  is  a  real  distinc- 
tion nevertheless.  To  divert  the  fund  to  any  other  use 
without  the  sanction  of  the  subscribers  is  to  commit  a 
breach  of  trust. 

The  Welsh  Language 

is,  of  course,  a  butt  for  the  dull-witted 
to  break  their  shafts  upon,  and  it  is  creditable  to  the 
Council  that  Mr.  Lloyd's  motion  for  including  it  in  the 
syllabus  of  the  Preliminary  examination  was  received 
sympathetically  and  with  only  the  minimum  of  humorous 
comment.  I  have  the  authority  of  a  good  Welsh  scholar, 
not  a  native  of  Wales,  who  learnt  the  language  after  he 
was  grown  up,  for  saying  that  neither  Greek  nor  Latin 
cost  him  so  much  trouble  to  acquire  or  repaid  him  for 


it  better,  whether  in  mental  exercise  or  in  the  literature 
it  opened  up  to  him.  Not  that  Welsh  literature  is  in 
the  aggregate  equal  to  that  of  Greece  or  Rome,  but  Welsh 
poetry,  at  any  rate,  has  a  quite  unique  value  as  the 
expression  of  a  national  character  of  exceptional  interest 
that  cannot  express  itself  adequately  in  any  other 
language.  That  Welshmen  especially  should  be  encouraged 
by  all  possible  means  to  keep  their  native  language  alive 
is  highly  desirable,  and  Mr.  Lloyd's  proposal,  if  adopted, 
would  contribute  to  this  end.  As  Mr.  H.  I.  Bell  says 
in  the  Introduction  to  his  "  Poems  from  the  Welsh," 
"The  Welsh  language  justifies  its  existence  and  is  the 
vehicle  of  a  real  national  culture  which  without  it  would 
almost  infallibly  perish."  I  don't  know  enough  of 
Welsh  to  speak  positively  about  its  "  swear-words,"  but 
I  have  noticed  that  Welsh  shepherds,  even  in  the  wilds 
of  Merioneth,  often  swear  at  their  dogs  in  English.  The 
Gael  has,  I  understand,  an  advantage  over  the  Brython 
in  this  respect.  A  Scottish  friend  tells  me  he  can 
swear  for  twenty  minutes  in  Gaelic  without  repeating 
himself. 

The  President 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is,  I  see,  to 
meet  the  members  of  the.  Liverpool  and  District  Branch, 
or  local  Association  (he  uses  the  former  term),  in 
January.  A  member  of  the  Association  asks  me 
whether  this  means  its  "  demise."  The  terms  of  the 
announcement  suggest  "  funeral  "  as  more  appropriate. 
We  shall  probably  have  from  the  President  an  eloquent 
tribute  to  the  virtues  of  the  late  lamented ; 
and  the  friends  of  the  defunct  Association,  wiping 
a  furtive  tear,  will  declare  that  these  sad  bereavements 
are  but  blessings  in  disguise,  that  all  is  for  the  best  if  we 
can  but  see  it  so.  I  can  only  hope  that  there  will  be  no 
indecent  exultation  on  the  part  of  the  heir.  Personally, 
I  feel  with  regard  to  this  passing  of  the  old  order  much 
as  Wordsworth  did,  though  in  a  less  degree,  on  the 
extinction  of  the  Venetian  Republic — a  sign  of  weak- 
ness, perhaps,  but  natural,  I  think,  in  one  whose  memory 
goes  back  more  than  sixty  years. 

A  Good  Window, 

it  was  said  the  other  day  by  a  window- 
dressing'  expert,  is  the  pharmacist's  best  advertisement. 
The  truth  of  the  saying,  however,  depends  upon  what 
we  mean  by  "  good  window  "  and  by  "  pharmacist." 
There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  our  craft  when 
window-dressing  was  regarded  as  of  such  importance  as 
now,  nor  when  our  claim  to  professional  status  was  so 
persistently  urged ;  and  it  is  curious  that  the  paradox 
involved  in  all  this  has  escaped  notice.  Our  windows  are 
to  be  our  "  best  advertisement,"  and  yet,  if  as  phar- 
macists we  are  professional  men,  we  ought  not  to  adver- 
tise. The  physician  does  not  stick  a  stethoscope,  or  the 
dentist  a  set  of  artificial  teeth,  in  his  window.  The 
dilemma  in  which  we  are  placed  is  apparently  felt  by  some 
of  the  big  firms  in  Wigmore  Street,  and  elsewhere,  who 
dress  their  windows  as  "  professionally  "  (if  the  term 
may  be  allowed)  as  possible  ;  but  sets  of  scientific  appar- 
atus or  medical  appliances  are  not  among  our  "  best 
sellers,"  and  would  hardly  draw  in  Kentish  Town  or  the 
Old  Kent  Road.  The  old  style  of  three  carboys  and  a 
couple  of  specie  jars  is  really  the  only  logical  one  for  a 
professional  pharmacist.  Whatever  exceeds  that  smacks 
of  advertisement.  Do  I  then  condemn  window-dressing 
with  a  view  to  business?  By  no  means,  but  let  us  be 
honest.  If  we  practise  the  arts  of  the  tradesman  let  us 
frankly  admit  that  we  too  are  tradesmen.  We  ought, 
indeed,  in  our  windows,  as  elsewhere,  to  emphasise  the 
fact  that  we  are  tradesmen  with  a  difference.  We  should 
never  let  our  distinctive  function  as  pharmacists  be 
obscured  by  "  side  lines,"  or  even  by  the  less  obvious, 
though  necessary,  adjuncts  to  the  practice  of  medicine.

Editorial  Articles 

An  Insurance  Dispensing  Retrospect 
II. 

With  the  hearing  of  the  so-called  Test  Case  we  come  to 
another  landmark  in  the  history  of  pharmacy.  Although 
not  the  direct  outcome  of  the  passing  of  the 
Insurance  Act,  this  was  largely  brought  about 
by  that  event,  and  it  has  had  a  very  important 
influence  upon  the  conduct  of  negotiations  in 
connection  with  the  terms  of  service  for  chemists  under- 
taking Insurance  dispensing.  The  Test  Case  proved  the 
inability  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  protect  the  trade 
interests  of  those  of  its  members  (among  others)  who  were 
engaged  in  this  work,  and  the  body  which  has  now  suc- 
ceeded to  this  office,  so  far  as  National  Insurance  matters 
are  concerned, is  virtually  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  which  was  proposed  ten  years,  ago.  Out  of  the 
whirlpool  of  pharmaceutical  politics  has  emerged  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union,  a  hybrid  body  which  is 
not  yet  differentiated  into  its  most  useful  or 
most  perfect  form,  but  which  has  within  it 
great  possibilities  for  good  to  pharmacists  in 
business  on  their  own  account.  Its  present 
complex  form  and  constitution  are  not  suffi- 
ciently  distinct  or  e'astic  to  allow  it  to  expand  and  develop 
along  the.  lines  of  greatest  benefit  to  the  ordinary  retail 
pharmacist,  but  its  ultimate  success  is  assured  if  its  mem- 
bers will  realise  that  everything  cannot  be  accomplished  ab 
once.  In  no  outside  department  of  pharmacy  has  the  Insur- 
ance Act  had  a  more  striking  effect  than  upon  head- 
quarters. Direct  or  indirect,  the  effect  there 
has  been  to  modify  very  considerably  the 
whole  scheme  of  pharmaceutical  politics  and 
organisation.  -  Indeed,  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  for  the  rank  and  file  of  pharmacists 
in  business,  and  especially  those  to  whom 
dispensing  means  bread  and  butter,  the 
interest  has  shifted  from  Bloomsbury 
P,miarp_  Pharmacists  realise- 
of  pharmaceutical 
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held,  and  that  the  various  Pharmacy  Acts  must  be  admin- 
istered and  penalties  imposed  when  persons  act  in  con- 
travention of  those  Acts ;  but  when  pharmacists  come  to 
consider  the  business  questions  which  most  vitally  concern 
themselves  they  consider  they  do  not  receive  much  assist- 
ance from  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  consequently  member- 
ship of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  may  in  time  appear 
to  be  a  more  important  matter  to  them  than  membership 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  These  events,  which  have  so 
radically  altered  the  outlook  of  the  individual  pharmacist, 
have  done  much  good  to  Bloomsbury  Square.  They  have 
possibly  restricted  its  activities,  but  they  have  certainly 
more  clearly  denned  its  purposes.  It  must  be  admitted 
that  the  working  of  the  Insurance  Act  has 
proceeded  smoothly  since  its  introduction,  and  credit 
is  due  to  all  the  parties  concerned  for 
Pharma-  the  reconciliation  of  the  many  conflicting 
ceutical  interests  involved  in  its  administration.  The 
Committees  various  Committees  which  have  been  set  up 
have  all  done  useful  work.  Insurance  Com- 
mittees have  had  their  constitution  modified  since  they 
were  first  established,  but  the  position  of  pharmacist  repre- 
sentatives on  these  committees  is  now  stronger  than  ever. 
Panel  Committees  have  protected  the  interests  of  medical 
practitioners  c  gaged  in  Insurance  work,  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  have  been  particularly  useful  in  effect- 
ing improvements  in  the  conditions  of  service  for  pharma- 
cists. These  are  bodies  which  should  be  jealously  pre- 
served, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  is  now  not  as  much 
work  for  them  to  do  as  formerly.  Local  questions  con- 
tinually arise  with  which  Pharmaceutical  Committees  are 
exceptionally  well  qualified  to  deal,  and  it  cannot  be  too 
6trongly  urged  upon  pharmacists  that  all  cases  of  difficulty 
arising  between  themselves  and  their  local  Insurance  Com- 
mittee should  be  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tee, which  "exists  to  protect  the  interests  of  all  pharmacists 
practising  within  its  area.  These  committees  are  financed 
by  a  -pro  rata  deduction  from  each  chemist's  account,  and 
the  money  so  obtained  is  chiefly  used  for  the  purpose  of 
checking  the  work  which  Insurance  Committees  do  in 
pricing  prescriptions  and  preparing  chemists'  accounts. 
The  original  arrangements  to  which  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Standing  Committee  agreed  involved  pharmacists 
in  the  labour  of  pricing  all  the  pre- 
Prescrip-  6criptions  they  dispensed,  and  submitting 
tion  an    account    for    the  .  work    don®    at  the 

pricing  end  of  each  quarter.  This  pricing  was 
checked  by  the  Insurance  Committees.  But 
with  the  introduction  of  the  "  commercial  "  tariff  in 
1916  chemists  were  relieved  of  nearly  all  clerical  work 
in  conneetion  with  their  accounts,  and  the  pricing  of  pre- 
scriptions is  now  done  entirely  at  special  prescription 
pricing  offices.  As  the  actual  prices  allowed  to  chemists 
are  checked  roughly  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  on 
behalf  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  and  again  by  audi- 
tors acting  on  behalf  of  the  Treasury,  no  appreciable  loss, 
if  any,  is  suffered  by  chemists  as  a  result  of  this  method  of 
calculating  the  payments  due  to  them.  At  the  present  time 
the  number  of  local  formularies  in  use  in  the  different  areas 
throughout  the  country  is  very  large.  Chemists 
A  National  on  the  borders  of  two  or  more  counties  who 
formulary  are  under  contract  with  several  Insurance- 
Committees  would  welcome  a  universal  book 
of  reference  containing  the  formulas  of  prescriptions  for 
the  most  commonly  used  medicines— not,  however,  because 
such  a  formulary  is  in  itself  a  good  thing,  but  because  as  a 
formulary  of  some  sort  appears  to  be  inevitable.  One 
national  Insurance  Pharmacopoeia  is  much  to  be  preferred 
to  a  large  number  of  local  formularies,  the  circulation  of 
which  is  limited  to  the  area  of  the  Panel  Committee  which 


compiles  or  adopts  them.  No  one  can  forecast  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  the  changes  which  may  occur  in  the 

Insurance  dispensing  service  during  the  next 
Future  few  years,  for  it  is  extremely  likely  that 
develop-  radical  alterations  will  be  made  before  the 
ments  completion  of  another  decade.  It  is  possible, 

for  instance,  that  the  work  will  be  restricted 
to  a  smaller  number  of  pharmacists  by  reason 
of  those  chemists  who  only  dispense  a  few; 
prescriptions  ea:h  month  relinquishing  the  work.  If 
this  should  prove  to  be  the  case,  those  ehemLsts  who  con- 
tinue upon  the  panel  will  be  able  to  make  suitable  arrange- 
ments for  dealing  with  the  larger  number  of  prescriptions 
which  will  come  to  them,  and  the  tendency  will  be  for 
pharmacists  in  the  more  crowded  areas  to  specialise  as 
national  dispensers.  At  some  future  date  State  dispen- 
saries may  even  be  set  up  in  the  more  densely  populated 
areas,  but  insured  persons  in  the  suburban  and  rural  dis- 
tricts will  still  probably  have  to  depend  upon  private  con- 
tractors for  their  medical  supplies.  As  to  the  character  of 
any  extra  work  which  may  fall  to  the  lot  of  pharmacists 
in  the  future  in  connection  with  National  Health  Insur- 
ance, there  does  not  appear  to  be  much  scope  for  change 
in  that  direction.  At  the  present  time  every  kind  of  medi- 
cine can  be  prescribed  for  insured*  persons,  and  all  the 
necessary  appliances  are  available  for  their  needs.  Any 
extension  of  the  scope  of  the  Act  which  is  likely  to  affect 
pharmacists  can  only  be  in  the  form  of  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  entitled  to  medical  benefit — e.g.,  by 
including  the  dependants  of  persons  already  insured,  or  by 
an  extension  of  the  list  of  appliances.  Many  approved 
societies  have  already  made  arrangements  to  supply 
increased  benefits  to  their  members,  and  optical  and  dental 
benefits  are  now  available  in  many  cases,  but  the  ordinary 
pharmacist  will  not  notice  any  increase  of  .business  on  this 
account.  Specialist  services  and  nursing  facilities  may 
also  be  provided  for  insured  persons  in  the  future,  but 
here,  again,  the  pharmacist  does  not  stand  to  gain,  and  it 
is  useless  for  him  to  persuade  himself  that  such  branches  of 
treatment  as  radiology  or  bacteriology  will  bring  him  any 
appreciable  increase  over  the  work  he  already  does.  The 
positions  of  medical  practitioner  and  pharmacist  are  not 
similar  in  this  respect,  and  it  is  best  to  realise  frankly  the 
difference  and  to  make  the  best  of  that  which  remains.  The 
pharmacist  can  at  least  ensure  that  the  medicines  he  dis- 
penses and  the  drugs  he  supplies  are  good  medicines 
and  pure  drags,  and  there  is  ample  scope  for  his  labours  in 
the  perfecting  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  he  gives  to  the 
public  and  in  securing  by  the  excellence  of  his  work  official 
recognition  of  the  necessity  for  his  inclusion  in  any  scheme 
which  has  for  its  object  the  safeguarding  and  preservation 
of  the  public  health. 

Habit -Forming  Drugs  Act 

Under  the  title  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  Duties 
Amendment  Act,  1922,  regulations  have  been  framed 
dealing  with  the  importation,  exportation,  or  traffic  in 
habit-forming  drugs  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  to 
which  brief  reference  was  made  in  the  0.  &  D.  of 
December  16  and  previous  issues.  For  public  purposes 
the  Act  will  probably  be  known  in  the  Union  as  the  Habit- 
Forming  Drugs  Act — a  title  which  seems  preferable  to 
that  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  in  this  country.  At  the 
same  time  these  regulations  have  given  rise  to  consider- 
able annoyance  and  unnecessary  waste  of  time,  partly  on 
account  of  their  stringent  character,  and  to  the  fact  that 
pharmacists  throughout  the  Union  have  had  a  siirprise 
sprung  upon  them,  as  they  were  quite  unaware  that  such 
drastic,  legislation    was  pending.    Anothet ;  Ouvious-  and 
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strange  fact  is  that  the  matter  should  have  been  dealt 
with  iii  a  Customs  Tariff  ''  Bill,  seeing  that  a  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  pending  which  deals  with  the 
traffic  in  so-called  dangerous  drugs.  Possibly  the  issue 
of  the  regulations  so  promptly  is  due  to  the  international 
obligations  entered  into  with  the  Opium  Commission  of 
the  League  of  Nations,  as  we  notice  that  the  applica- 
tion form  for  import  certificate  of  these  drugs  is  that 
agreed  upon  by  the  International  Opium  Convention. 
The  regulations  were  published  in  full  in  the  Government 
"  Gazette  "  of  November  10,  which  is  now  out  of  print, 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  also  issued  the 
regulations  in  pamphlet  form,  a  summary  of  which  is  as 
follows  : — 

The  regulations  prohibit,  inter  alia,  the  importation, 
exportation,  transhipment,  sale,  etc.,  of  any  of  the  habit- 
forming  drugs  specified  in  the  schedule  below,  or  any 
materials  or  plants  from  which  such  drugs  can  be  extracted, 
except  by  a  chemist,  druggist,  medical  practitioner,  dentist, 
authorised  veterinarian  or  any  person  engaged  in  scientific 
works  or  teaching  pharmacology,  etc.,  and  then  only  under 
licence  from  the  Secretary  for  Public  Health.  The  importa- 
tion of  opium  and  extract  of  opium  into  the  Transvaal  is 
prohibited,  except  by  chemists  or  druggists.  Under  the 
regulations  it  is  prohibited  to  export  from  the  Union  any 
habit-forming  drug  unless  a  certificate  therefor  has  been 
issued  by  the  Secretary  for  Public  Health,  and  no  such 
certificate  shall  be  issued  unless  there  is  produced  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  Government  of  the  importing  country  to  the 
effect  that  that  Government  approves  its  importation  and 
is  satisfied  that  the  drug  and  the  quantity  thereof  for  which 
an  export  licence  is  required  will  be  used  within  such 
country  exclusively  for  medicinal,  etc.,  purposes.  The  im- 
portation and  exportation  of  prepared  opium  is  absolutely 
prohibited. 

The  schedule  referred  to  above  includes  coca  leaves ; 
cocaine  and  all  preparations  containing  one-tenth  per  cent, 
or  more  of  cocaine ;  dagga ;  diamorphine,  also  known  as 
heroin,  and  all  preparations  containing  one-tenth  per  cent, 
or  more  of  diamorphine ;  ecgonine  and  all  preparations  con- 
taining one-tenth  per  cent,  or  more  of  ecgonine ;  Indian 
hemp ;  morphine  and  all  preparations  containing  one-fifth 
per  cent,  or  more  of  anhydrous  morphine  ;  opium,  including 
raw  opium,  gum  opium  and  powdered  or  granulated  opium 
-nd  the  leaves  or  wrappings  in  which  opium  has  been 
wrapped  ;  prepared  opium,  including  opium  dross  or  refuse 
or  any  residue  remaining  after  opium  has  been  smoked  or 
roasted ;  medicinal  opium  and  extract  of  opium. 

Certain  specified  preparations  are  exempted  from  the 
operation  of  the  Regulations.    They  include  : —

A  register  of  habit-forming  drugs  is  to  be  kept,  this 
regulation  being  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Every  -  chemist  and  druggist,  medical  practitioner, 
dentist,  or  authorised  veterinarian  who  possesses,  imports, 
buys,  acquires,  compounds,  dispenses,  or  uses  any  habit- 
forming  drug  shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
exclusively  for  the  purpose,  and  to  be  labelled  on  the  outside 
"  Register  of  Habit-forming  Drugs  " — 

(a)  the  quantity  of  the  drug  possessed,  imported,  or 
acquired  by  him  ; 

(b)  the  date  of  importation  or  acquisition  of  the  drug ; 

(c)  the  person  from  whom  and  the  place  from  which  the 
drug  was  imported  or  acquired  : 

(d)  the  quantities  sold,  supplied,  used,  or  administered, 
the  purpose  for  which  used,  and  the  date  of  use,  or  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  supplied,  or 
administered,  and  the  date  thereof. 


(2)  In  the  register  a  separate  page  or  section  shall  be 
kept  for  each  variety  of  habit  forming  drug.  In  respect 
of  all  receipts  of  such  drugs  the  register  shall  show  in 
separate  columns  the  date  of  receipt;  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  or  firm  from  whom  received  ;  the  nature  and 
quantity  of  the  drug;  and  the  number  and  date  of  the 
certificate  issued  under  Regulation  No.  5  hereof.  In  respect 
of  drugs  sold,  suppl.ed,  used  or  administered  it  shall  show 
in  separate  columns  the  date  of  sale,  supply,  use  or 
administration  ;  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  firm 
to  whom  sold,  supplied  or  administered,  or  the  purpose  for 
which  used ;  the  nature  and  quantity  so  disposed  of  or 
utilised,  and,  ^yhere  the  drug  has  been  supplied  on  the 
order  or  prescription  of  a  medical  practitioner,  dentist,  or 
authorised  veterinarian,  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
signing  such  order  or  prescription. 

(3)  The  register  shall  be  instituted  within  fourteen  davs  of, 
and  the  first  entries  therein  shall  be  particulars  of  all  fiabit- 
forming  drugs  held  in  stock  on,  the  date  of  taking  effect  of 
these  regulations.  i  It  shall  be  continuously  kept  up  to  date 
and  in  proper  order,  and  shall  be  balanced  so  as  to  show 
clearly  the  amount  of  each  drug  remaining  in  stock  as  on 
the  last  day  of  March,  June,  September  and  December  of 
each  year,  the  balancing  to  be  completed  within  the  two  days 
following  each  of  these  dates.  The  Secretary  for  Public 
Health  or  any  officer  duly  authorised  thereto  by  him  may 
further  require  the  person  responsible  for  the  register  to 
balance  it  at  any  time  at  twenty-four  hours'  notice. 

(4)  The  Secretary  for  Public  Health  may,  in  writing 
under  his  hand,  authorise  modifications  of  the  requirements 
of  this  regulation  so  as  to  meet  the  particular  circum- 
stances of  any  hospital  or  other  institution  maintained 
whollv  or  partly  by  the  Government  or  a  Provincial  Admini- 
stration, provided  always  that  the  purposes  of  this  regulation 
are  substantially  met. 

Anybody  convicted  of  infringing  the  regulations  is 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  £100,  or  to  imprisonment 
without' the  option  of  a  fine  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  The 
inclusion  of  dagga  among  dangerous  habit-forming  drugs 
is  designed  to  put  a  stop  to  dagga  smoking  among  the 
natives,  but  the  authorities  have  also  included  all  kinds 
of  "  dagga,"  including  the  wild  or  red  dagga  (Leonotus 
Leonoras)  and  klip  or  rock  dagga  (Leonotus  ovatus),  but 
it  has  been  proved  that  the  "  wild  dagga  "  is  destitute  of 
any  narcotic  alkaloid  or  glucoside.  This  point  is  dealt  with 
by  Mr.  A.  E.  Linley,  in  the  "  Cape  Times,"  who,  after 
thirty-seven  years'  experience  as  a  pharmacist,  has  never 
knowrn  Leonotus  Leonoras  to  be  smoked.  Rather  would  he 
prohibit  sale  of  mixed  bird  seed  in  wdiich  the  seeds  of  the 
deadly  smoking  dagga  (Cannabis  sativa  or  Indian  hemp) 
are  present  to  the  extent  of  ten  to  twenty  per  oent. 

Specialities  in  Spain 

The  Royal  Decree  issued  March  6,  1919,  introducing  the 
compulsory  registration  with  the  Inspector-General  of 
Health  of  all  pharmaceutical  specialities  prior  to  their 
sale  in  Spain,  was  originally  intended  to  come  in  force 
on  March  31,  1921.  However,  for  a  number  of  reasons, 
chief  among  which  figure  the  slowness  of  the  bureaucratic 
apparatus  in  dealing  with  applications  for  registration, 
and  the  determined  opposition  to  certain  provisions  of 
the  decree  offered  by  some  interested  parties,  representing 
foreign  firms  whose  preparations  are  manufactured  in 
Spain,  the  date  of  enforcement  has  been  successively 
postponed  by  a  series  of  royal  orders.  In  fact,  at  one 
time  the  opinion  prevailed  that  the  Government  had  given 
way  to  pressure  from  certain  quarters,  and  that  conse- 
quently the  measure  wrould  never  be  actually  enforced 
(C.  <£•  D.,  II.,  1922,  p.  208).  The  realisation  of  this 
possibility  gave  rise  some  six  months  ago  to  an  organised 
protest  by  the  pharmaceutical  profession,  and  it  was 
decided  to  introduce  a  boycott  of  all  non-registered 
specialities  should  the  Government  refuse  to  promise  that 
active  steps  would  be  taken  to  secure  the  full  working  of 
the  new  regulations  within  a  definite  period.  To  calm 
the  troubled  waters,  the  Government  let  it  be  understood 
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that  the  provisions  would  be  really  enforced  in  Septem- 
ber, but  it  was  only  on  December  30,  1922,  that  a  royal 
•  order  was  issued,  recapitulating  the  reasons  for  the  delay 
in  enforcing  in  their  entirety  all  the  provisions  of  the 
regulations  affecting  specialities,  the  first  being  the  plea 
advanced  by  wholesalers  that  they  held  large  stocks  of 
preparations  which  had  not  yet  been  registered,  a  plea 
which  is  now  dismissed  by  pointing  out  that  the  succes- 
sive postponements  have  allowed  them  sufficient  time  to 
comply  with  the  registration  requirements.  The  second 
refers  to  the  opposition  expressed  by  several  foreign  manu- 
facturers of  specialities  having  arrangements  whereby 
their  preparations  are  manufactured  in  Spain  on  their 
behalf,  a  course  which  is  not  permitted  by  the  new 
regulations.  These  stipulate  that  foreign  specialities  may 
be  imported  only  if  duly  registered,  and  bearing  the 
prescribed  registration  particulars  on  the  label,  etc.,  but 
it  is  riot  permitted  to  manufacture  in  Spain  any  speciality 
on  behalf  of  a  foreign  proprietor.  With  reference  to 
this  point  the  order  states  that  this  question  will  be 
settled  shortly,  and  special  regulations  dealing  with 
foreign-owned  specialities  manufactured  in  Spain  prior 
to  March  6,  1919,  are  in  course  of  elaboration.  The 
claim  advanced  by  druggists  that  they  should  be  per- 
mitted to  sell  all  specialities  not  requiring  a  medical 
man's  prescription  is  met  by  the  statement  that  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Medicine  has  been  requested  to  undertake  a 
classification  of  specialities  within  the  meaning  of  the 
decree  (C.  <L-  D.,  IT,  1922,  p.  536).  Consequently  the 
time  has  now  come  to  grant  a  final  term  for  submitting 
applications  for  registration  of  specialities.  Therefore 
the  King  has  been  pleased  to  decree  that  specialities  on 
sale  prior  to  March  6,  1919,  may  be  registered  up  to 
March  1,  1923,  on  payment  of  double  fees.  New  speciali- 
ties, including  those  placed  on  the  market  after  March  6, 
1919,  may  not  be  sold  until  they  have  been  duly  regis- 
tered. Further,  no  foreign  speciality  may  be  imported 
into .  Spain  unless  the  wrapper  plainly  indicates  that  it 
has  been  duly  registered.  An  exception,  to  this  prohibi- 
tion is  made  for  the  three  original  packages  which  have 
to  be  submitted  together  with  the  application  for  regis- 
tration. The  health  authorities  are  admonished  to  exer- 
cise the  strictest  vigilance  that  these  provisions  are 
observed ;  specialities  which  have  not  been  registered  are 
to  be  treated  as  secret  remedies,  and  withdrawn  from 
sale.  That  the  Government  has  at  last  decided  upon 
energetic  action  in  connection  with  the  much-discussed 
regulations  in  question  has  been  hailed  with  satisfaction 
in  Spanish  pharmacy,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  this 
measure  will  actually  work  in  practice,  Spain  being  the 
first  country  to  introduce  legislation  requiring  the  regis- 
tration of  specialities,  a  course  since  adopled  by  the 
Argentine,  Austria,  Poland,  and  other  states. 

"  Salve  "  a  Dutiable  Title 

The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  inform  us  that  they 
regard  the  word  "  salve  "  as  a  dutiable  title  under  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Acts.  Chemists  should  accordingly  see 
that  such  articles  as  foot-salve  and  lip-salve  are  stamped, 
bear  reference  numbers  as  "  known,  admitted  and, 
approved  "  remedies,  or  otherwise  fulfil  the  requirements 
of  the  exemption  from  medicine  stamp  duty.  We  cor- 
responded with  the  Board  on  the  subject  in  consequence 
of  information  from  subscribers  of  the  view  which  the 
Board  take  of  the  word  "  salve."  We  pointed  out  that 
in  the  drug-trade  and  with  the  public  the  word6  "oint- 
ment "  and  "  salve  "  are  regarded  as  synonymous, 
although  it  is  chiefly  in  country  districts  that  the  word 
"  salve  "  is  employed,  probably  because  of  its  Saxon 
derivation.  Dictionaries  contemporary  with  the  Medicine 
Stamp  Acts  such  as  Bailey's,  6eem  to  bear  out  this  con- 
tention.   For  example  :  "  Salve,  an  unguent  or  medicinal 


composition  for  \  laisters,  etc."  "Unguent:  Ointment  op 
liquid  salve."  "  Ointment  :  An  unguent."  The  Oxford 
English  Dictionary  does  not  seem  to  draw  a  great  dis- 
tinction between  the  uses  of  a  salve  or  ointment;  both 
may  be  for  medicinal  purposes.  The  Board,  however,  take 
the  view  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this  note,  that 
"  salve  "  is  a  dutiable  title,  irrespective  of  liability  that 
may  be  incurred  in  other  ways.  There  is  a  good  seleo 
tion  of  formulas  for  lip  salve  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas,"  with  suitable  reference  numbers. 

A  Flaw  in  the  Quinine  Contract 

In  the  quinine  contract,  the  term  "  quinine  sulphate  "  is 
used  to  indicate  the  salt  answering  the  requirements  of 
the  second  edition  of  the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia.  The  price 
paid  by  manufacturers  to  the  cinchona  planters  for  the 
bark  supplied  is  basedon  the  content  of  quinine  sulphate 
expressed  in  units,  one  unit  representing  a  content  of 
one  per  cent.,  or  5  grams,  of  quinine  sulphate  in  500 
grams  of  cinchona  bark.  Article  34  of  the  contract 
stipulates  that  the  manufacturers  shall  pay  at  the  rate 
of  6  cents,  per  unit  for  the  bark  taken  over  from 
the  planters.  In  a  letter  to  the  "  Indische  Mercuur  '.*" 
(No.  51,  1922),  heer  C.  M.  Pleyte  D'Ailly  points  out 
that  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  cinchona  bark  carried 
out  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Kinabureau,  or  in  the 
government  cinchona  test  laboratory,  are  stated  in  terms 
of  pure  quinine  sulphate,  closely  approximating  the 
standard  adopted  in  the  fourth  (current)  edition  of  the 
Dutch  pharmacopoeia.  The  relationship  between  both 
standards  is  about  100  :115,  in  other  words,  the  addition 
of  15  parts  of  other  cinchona  alkaloids  to  100  parts  of 
quinine  sulphate  Ph.  Nederl.  IV.,  yields  115  parts  of 
quinine  sulphate  of  the  Ph.  Nederl.  II.  standard. 
As  a  practical  illustration  of  what  this  discrepancy  in 
interpretation  actually  entails,  the  writer  points  out  that 
on  delivering  a  supply  of  cinchona  bark  containing  100 
kilos  of  quinine  sulphate  Ph.  Nederl.  IV.,  the  planter  is 
paid  the  sum  of  fl.  1,200,  whereas  according  to  the  con- 
tract he  should  receive  fl.  1,380,  the  amount  equivalent 
to  supplying  115  kilos  of  quinine  sulphate  Ph.  Nederl.  II. 
From  the  date  of  entry  into  vigour  of  the  second  quinine 
contract  to  the  end  of  1921,  the  planters  delivered  in  the 
aggregate  1,624,863  kilos  of  quinine  sulphate  Ph.  Nederl. 
IV.  in  the  shape  of  cinchona  bark,  whereas  they  should 
have  been  credited  with  a  total  of  1,868,592  kilos  (  =  Ph. 
Nederl.  II.),  the  difference  between  both  figures,  viz., 
243,729  kilos,  represents  a  sum  of  fl.  2,924,347,  which  was 
not  paid  to  the  planters.  Incidentally,  this  discovery 
emphasises,  in  the  author's  opinion,  more  and  more  the 
hidden  value  of  the  other  cinchona  alkaloids  besides 
quinine,  which  hitherto,  in  the  former  contracts,  were 
treated  as  a  quantite  ncgligeable. 

"  Hamburg  "  Copaiba 

Importers  of  genuine  B.P.  copaiba  are  complaining  of 
the  competition  of  an  inferior  product  from  Hamburg, 
which,  it  is  alleged,  is  not  B.P.,  but  which  has  undergone 
some  sort  of  treatment  to  make  it  approximately  appear 
so.  Buyers  of  this  copaiba  seem  to  accept  the  statement 
that  it  is  B.P.  without  further  examination,  but  an 
analysis  would  probably  show  that  its  rotatory  power  at 
least  is  below  standard.  Importers  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  basis  of  this  factitious  product  is  "  Para 
balsam,"  the  light  colour  and  "  oiliness  "  of  the  Ger- 
man product  suggesting  this.  It  should  be  noted 
that  British  importers,  who  in  some  cases  have 
their  own  up-to-date  clarifying  plant,  can  meet 
competition  in  the  genuine  article,  even  with  the 
exchange  rate  so  much  in  favour  of  Germany, 
but  this  unknown  product  has  caused  quite  a  slump  in 
the  sale  of  genuine  B.P.  copaiba  balsam.  It  may  be 
remembered  that  before  the  war  certain  German  firms 
flooded  this  country  with  a  very  poor  quality  of  copaiba 
at  cheaper  prices  than  those  at  which  the  product  could  be 
imported  from  producing  centres,  and  the  same  tactics 
were  followed  recently  with  balsam  Peru,  to  which  we 
have  previously  called  attention.  Buyers  would  be  well 
advised  to  appioach  only  those  firms  with  whom  orders 
had  been  satisfactorily  placed  during  the  war  period,  as 
there  then  could  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  genuineness  of  the 
article.

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  December  5  con- 
sisted of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  ammonium  ferrous 
sulphate,  ammonium  ferric  sulphate  (iron  alum)  and  zinc 
hydroxy-carbonate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such 
a  mixture  is  : —

The  powder  also,  contained,  as  impurities,  small  quan- 
tities of  manganese  and  sodium,  and  it  also  gave  a  faint 
indication  showing  the  presence  of  a  trace  of  a  chloride. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  sixty 
students,  and  thirty-nine  reports  were  sent  in  for  exami- 
nation. Iron  was  detected  by  all  who  sent  in  reports. 
Ten  students  stated,  correctly,  that  both  ferrous  and 
ferric  salts  were  present,  while,  of  the  remainder,  thirteen 
reported  iron  only,  thirteen  reported  ferric  but  over- 
looked ferrous,  and  three  reported  ferrous,  but  overlooked 
ferric.  Zinc  was  missed  in  thirteen  cases  and  ammonium 
in  six.  The  sulphuric  and  the  carbonic-acid  radicals  were 
missed  in  two  and  in  fifteen  cases,  respectively.  The 
evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry 
tube  and  the  presence  as  impurity  of  -the  small  quantity 
of  manganese  were  each  reported  in  seventeen  cases  and 
overlooked  in  twenty-two. 

Considered  merely  as  an  exercise  in  analysis,  this  was 
not  a  difficult  example,  but  in  order  to  secure  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  its  composition  careful  attention  was  re- 
quired with  xespect  to  several  matters  which  many  of  our 
correspondents  are  in  the  habit  of  dealing  with  in  too 
casual  a  manner.  These  may  be  briefly  referred  to  in 
what  follows  :— .-. 

1.  In  the  preliminary  testing  much  that  might  be 
observed  was  commonly  overlooked ;  for  example,  the 
evolution  of  water  and  ammonia  when  the  powder  was 
heated  in  a  dry  tube  ;  effervescence,  with  the  evolution  of 
carbon  dioxide  when  it  was  treated  with  acids ;  the  pro- 
duction of  characteristically  coloured  borax  beads,  etc. ; 
and  in  this  connection  t^e  omission  to  make  a  sodium 
carbonate  bead  test  for  manganese  may  also  be  mentioned. 

2.  The  handling  of  the  iron-group  precipitate  was  not, 
as  a  rule,  carried  out  with  due  attention.  In  many  in- 
stances this  precipitate  was  digested  with  solution  of 
sodium  or  potassium  hydroxide  and  sodium  peroxide,  and, 
after  filtration,  the  residue  (which,  by  its  appearance, 
almost  proclaimed  itself  as  consisting  mainly  of  ferric 
hydroxide)  was  shown  by  a  multiplication  of  tests  to 
contain  iron,  while  the  filtrate,  which  might  contain 
aluminium  cr  chromium,  or  both,  was  either  ignored  alto- 
gether or  put  aside  unexamined.  Occasionally,  since  the 
precipitate  looked  like  ferric  hydroxide,  it  was  simply 
assumed,  from  inspection,  to  consist  solely  of  this,  and 
was  dismissed  without  the  formality  of  any  further  treat- 
ment. In  an  analagous  manner  the  zinc-group  precipitate 
was  sometimes  assumed  to  consist  of  zinc  sulphide  and 
was  not  further  examined. 

3.  When  iron  had  been  found  in  the  systematic  exami- 
nation, numerous  students  sought  to  ascertain  whether  it 
was  present  in  the  original  mixture  as  ferrous  or  as  ferric 
salt,  but  these  students  divided  themselves  into  a  smaller 
group  who,  leaving  no  possibility  unexplored,  tested 
for  both,  and  a  considerably  larger  group  who,  having 
proved  the  presence  of  one  or  other,  overlooked  or  ignored 
the  possibility  of  both  being  present.  Perhaps  the  fact 
that  both  were  present  was  not  in  itself  a  matter  of  first- 
class  importance,  but  the-  different  attitudes  towards  the 
possibilities  of  the  case  bring  into  contrast  those  students 


who  are  and  those  who  are  not  satisfied  that"  when  one 
recognised  constituent  of  a  mixture  can  account  for  a 
certain  observation,  there  is  no  need  to  look  for  another, 
or  others,  which  might  similarly  account  for  it. 

4.  When  hydrogen  sulphide  was  passed  into  the  original 
hydrochloric-acid  solution,  a  slight  precipitation  of  sulphur 
took  place  as  a  consequence  of  the  oxidising  effect  of  the 
ferric  salt  on  the  hydrogen  sulphide.  This  precipitate  was 
frequently  overlooked  or  its  significance  was  disregarded. 
In  one  or  two  instances  it  was  supposed  to  consist  of 
arsenious  sulphide,  and  this  led  to  elaborate  endeavours 
to  prove  the  presence  of  arsenic. 

5.  Misdescription  of  the  powder  as  insoluble  in  water, 
because  it  did  not  dissolve  entirely,  was  frequent.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  more  than  half  of  it  was  soluble  in 
water. 

6.  Impure  sodium  carbonate,  employed  in  preparing  the 
solution  to  be  tested  for  acidic  radicals,  was  responsible 
for  a  number  of  reports  of  chloride  as  a  main  constituent 
of  the  powder.

A.  D.  C.— The  unsupported  evidence  of  the  behaviour 
of  the  sodium  carbonate  extract  with  ferric  chloride  did 
not  justify  the  conclusion  that  a  benzoate  was  present. 
Much  care  is  requisite  in  interpreting  the  effects  of  tiiis 
reagent  when  added  to  a  sodium  carbonate  extract  which 
is  believed  to  be  neutral — but  may  not  be  actually  so. 

Piff. — The  reaction  with  bromine  water  which  led  you 
to  conclude  that  a  sulphite  was  present  was  most  likely 
due  to  traces  of  sulphuric  acid  in  the  bromine  water — an 
impurity  very  commonly  present  in  it  if  steps  have  not 
been  taken  to  ensure  its  absence.  It  is  remarkable  that 
you  obtained  evidence  of  -the  trace  of  manganese  in  the 
fusion  reaction,  but  failed  to  obtain  it  in  the  somewhat 
more  delicate  reaction  with  lead  peroxide  and  nitric  acid. 

Philander. — The  iron-group  precipitate  should  have 
been  tested,  by  a  regular  separation  process,  for  aluminium 
and  chromium.  Read  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply 
immediately  preceding.

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II.  Bownesr  and  Zymase.— The  reaction  for  magnesium 
which  you  observe  may  have  been  due  to  traces  of 
manganese,  which  metal  is  never  completely  removed  in 
the  ordinary  routine  separation. 

Barrule. — Since  zinc  sulphide  does  not  dissolve  in 
acetic  acid,  the  addition  of  the  latter  and  potassium  ferro- 
cyanide  was  rot  an  appropriate  method  of  testing  a  pre- 
cipitate supposed  to  consist  of  zinc  sulphide. 

Defoe. — Do  not  omit  to  test  an  iron-group  precipitate 
for  aluminium  and  chromium,  even  although  no  indication 
of  the  presence  of  either  has  been  obtained.  Such  omis- 
sion is  a  fruitful  source  of  error,  in  respect  to  aluminium 
in  particular. 

H.  S.  Blore. — You  are  not  expected  to  distinguish 
between  carbonate  and  bicarbonate  in  a  complex  mixture 
submitted  for  qualitative  analysis.  Your  failure  to  arrive 
at  a  correct  conclusion  from  the  tests  you  applied  may 
perhaps  suggest  why  this  is  not  expected,  and  knowledge 
as  to  salts  contained  in  the  mixture  may  perhaps  suggest 
why  you  failed. 

Analysis. ---You  seem  to  misapprehend  the  reason  for 
employing  calciunT  sulphate  instead  of  calcium  chloride  as 
a  test  for  an  oxalate  in  the  known  presence  of  a  sulphate. 
It  is  only  when  the  last-mentioned  reagent  yields  a  precipi- 
tate— which  may  consist  of  calcium  sulphate,  or  calcium 
oxalate,  or  of  both — that  a  subsequent  test  with  calcium 
sulphate  is  requisite  ;  when,  as  in  your  experience  in  the 
present  instance,  calcium  chloride  does  not  yield  any  pre- 
cipitate, further  proof  of  the  absence  of  an  oxalate  is 
needless. 

Maria. — The  fumes  which  gave  a  white  cloud  with 
ammonia  were  simply  due  to  the  volatilisation  of  some  of 
the  sulphuric  acid  with  which  you  were  heating  the: 
powder. 

Cymro. — The  whole  quantity  of  the  powder  supplied  to 
you  did  not  contain  sufficient  chloride  to  yield  enough 
chlorine  to  be  recognisable  by  its  colour  in  such  a  test 
as  you  describe,  when  employing  a  portion  of  the  powder. 
Note  that  the  powder  was  not  stated  to  be  "  a  mixture  of 
six  substances." 

Diogenes. — Although  you  obtained  a  zinc-group  pre- 
cipitate you  failed  to  find  any  member  of  the  group.  The 
precipitate  should  have  been  treated  with  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid  instead  of  nitric  acid,  when  the  separation  of 
sulphur,  due  to  the  oxidising  action  of  the  latter  acid, 
would  have  been  <i voided. 

Lactic. — The  decolorisation  of  permanganate  solution 
by  the  aqueous  extract  from  the  powder,  which  you  attri- 
buted to  an  oxalate,  was  due  to  the  ferrous  salt  present. 
See  the  reply  to  H.  S.  Blore,  above. 

Ad  lib. — The  powder  imparted  a  well-marked  coloration 
to  a  borax  bead  in  the  oxidising  flame.  It  is  difficult  to 
understand  how  you  overlooked  this. 

E.  P.  N. — If  your  confirmatory  test  for  a  tartrate  was 
started — as  appears  from  your  report — by  adding  silver 
nitrate  to  the  original  solution  of  the  powder  in  hydro- 
chloric acid,  the  formation  of  a  heavy  white  precipitate  is 
easily  explained  :  silver  chloride  was  certain  to  be  pre- 
cipitated in  abundance  ;  but  this  could  not  possibly  give 
the  further  indication  which  you  describe.  You  will  do 
well  to  devote  t.ome  earnest  study,  practically,  to  the 
reactions  of  tartrates. 

Uno. — Your  report  does  not  give  any  adequate  account 
of  a  satisfactory  ;ystematic  analysis  for  metallic  radicals. 
Probably  it  does  not  give  particulars  of  all  that  you  did, 
but  if  it  does,  your  examination  was  of  an  extremely 
perfunctory  and  insufficient  description. 

Septimus. — Your  report  that  an  acid  gas  was  evolved 
when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube  cannot  be 
reconciled  with  the  fact  that  ammonia  was  given  ( ff 
abundantly  in  this  test.  The  original  solution  of  the 
powder  in  hydrochloric  acid  yielded  a  blue  precipitate — 
not  a,  white  precipitate  only — on  adding  potassium  ferro- 
cyanide. 

Statim. — Give  fuller  particulars  of  the  test  upon  which 
you  base  your  conclusions.  You  include  a  chloride  in 
your  summary  of  constituents  detected,  but  your  report 
does  not  make  any  mention  of  tests  for  a  chloride  having 
been  applied. 

Caon. — Distinguish  carefully  between  charring  and  mere 


darkening  on  heating.  The  powder  gave  almost  no  indi- 
cation suggestive  of  organic  acids  in  the  course  of  a 
detailed  analytical  examination.  If  you  omitted  to  boil 
after  adding  nitric  acid  and  before  adding  ammonium 
chloride  and  excess  of  ammonium  hydroxide  as  iron- 
group  reagents,  but  boiled,  instead,  after  adding  the 
latter  reagents,  this  may  explain  why  a  heavy  black  pre- 
cipitate was  formed  on  subsequently  adding  ammonium 
hydrosulphide.  Boiling  with  nitric  acid  is  designed  to 
convert  ferrous  into  ferric  salt,  and  is  an  important  ~tep 
since  ferrous  salt  is  incompletely  precipitated  by  excess 
of  ammonium  hydroxide.  The  black  precipitate  probably 
consisted  of  ferrous  sulphide  in  admixture  with  zinc 
sulphide. 

A.  J.  C.  and  Sterculiace-E. — Several  of  the  reactions 
you  report  are  irreconcilable  with  the  composition  of  the 
powder  sent  you.  Repeat  the  analysis  with  a  mixture  of 
your  own  preparation,  and  note  the  numerous  points  men- 
tioned in  the  general  remarks  and  in  the  replies  to  other 
correspondents. 

Sherwood  Forester. — We  note  the  adverse  conditions 
under  which  your  analysis  was  carried  out.  You  will 
find  that  much  closer  attention  is  requisite  in  handling 
the  small  quantities  available  for  the  various  tests  than 
when  unlimited  supplies  are  at  hand.  You  may  find  it  a 
most  profitable  proceeding  to  practise  a  variety  of  re- 
actions, trying  how  little  material  need  be  used  in  order 
to  obtain  results  which  are  still  recognisable  and  distinc- 
tive. Some  brushing  up  is  always  needed  after  an 
eighteen  months'  interval  with  no  laboratory  practice,  so 
that  there  ia  no  need  to  be  unduly  discouraged  by  this 
month's  result. 


Isotonic  Solutions 

By  Wm.  A.  Knight,  Ph.C. 

The  ordinary  solutions  used  as  eye-drops  often  causo 
much  pain,  even  a  2  per  cent,  solution  of  cocaine  hydro- 
chloride being  painful  at  first  until  the  anaesthetic  effect 
is  produced.  This  pain  may  be  greatly  reduced  or  entirely 
eliminated  if  the  solutions  are  made  isotonic  with  the 
tears,  i.e.,  equivalent  in  osmotic  effect  to  a  1.4  per  cent, 
solution  of  sodium  chloride,  which  has  a  freezing  point 
about  — 0.85°  C.  Where  sodium  chloride  is  incompatible, 
the  isotonic  equivalent  of  other  salts  should  be  used,  e.g., 
sodium  sulphate  with  zinc  sulphate  and  potassium  nitrate 
with  silver  nitrate.  The  calculations  necessary,  using 
de  Vries'  isotonic  coefficients,  are  shown  in  the  following 
example  * — 

To  make  a  litre  of  0.2  per  cent,  solution  of  zinc 
sulphate  (collyr.  zinc,  sulph.  B.P.C.)  isotonic  with  the 
tears  : — ■ 

Zinc  sulphate  (287.5)  is  to  sodium  chloride  (58.5)  as  2  is  to  3. 
Therefore  3  ,<  287.5grrr.s.  zinc  sulphate  =  2  x  58.5grms.  sodium 

chloride. 

And  2  grms.  zincsulphate   =  2  ;■  58. 5grms.  sodium 

  chloride.

=  0.27  grin,  sodium  chloride. 

Therefore  the  equivalent  of  14  (1.4  per  cent,  in  1,000  c.c.)  —  0.27 
(i.e.  13.73)  grms.  sodium  chloride  is  required. 

Sodium  sulphate  (322)  is  to  sodium  chloride  (58.5)  as  4  is  to  3. 
Therefore  4  x  58. 5  grms.  sodium  chloride  =  3x  322  grms.  sodium 

sulphate. 

And  13.73  grms.  sodium  chloride  =  3x  322:  13.73  grms.  sodium 

  sulphate. 

4  x  58.5 

or  56.68  grms.  sodium  sulphate. 
Now,  dissolve  2  gms.  of  zinc  sulphate  and  56.68  gms.  of 
sodium  sulphate  in  enough  water  to  make  a  litre.  A  one 
per  cent,  solution  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  is  equivalent 
in  osmotic  effect  to  a  0.2  per  cent,  solution  of  common 
salt;  hence  if  one  multiplies  the  percentage  of  the 
alkaloidal  solution  by  0.2  and  subtracts  the  result  from 
1.4  the  required  percentage  of  sodium  chloride  is  obtained. 
This  method  will  be=found  approximately  correct  for  other 
medicaments  used  in  eye  work,  such  "as  atropine,  pilo- 
carpine, protargol,  etc.  The  pain  caused  by  hypodermic 
injections  and  the  very  acute  pain  of  intra-dermic 
injections  is  almost  completely  eliminated  if  the  solutions 
are  made  up  to  the  osmotic  strength  of  a  0.9  per  cent, 
solution  of  sodium  chloride  (freezing  point,  — 0.55°  C).

V.  The  Potentiometer 

The  method  of  increasing  the  sensitiveness  of  such  a  couple 
.a*  carborundum-steel,  which  though  insensitive  to  a  low 
potential  exhibits  a  steep  curve  once  its  resistance  has 
been  overcome,  is  by  applying  a  steady  current  of  the 
necessary  voltage,  so  that  the  aerial  current  received  shall 
be  always  in  addition  and  immediately  effective.

any  point  by  means  of  a 
slider  (S).  In  practice  a 
small  dry  cell  giving 
about  two  volts  is  used, 
and  a  resistance  of  about 
200  to  300  Ohms  is  em- 
ployed. This  will  allow 
the  cell  to  maintain  its 
voltage  for  a  considerable 
time,  even  with  continu- 
ous working.  If  the 
voltage  of  the  battery  be 
two  volts,  the  difference 
of  potential  (D.P.)  be- 
tween and  R2  (Dia- 
gram 1)  is  two  volts. 
The  D.P.  between  R, 
and  C,  or  E,  and  C,  is  one 
volt  in  either  case.  When

T2  When  the  slider  is  opposite  C,  the  constant  tapping, 
there  will  be  no  difference  of  potential  between  T1  and 
T2,  so  that  if  the  resistance  wire  is  uniform  in  section  and 
the  turns  of  the  coil  are  'equal,  a  proportionate  movement 
of  the  slider  from  either  end  to  the  middle  point  will 
enable-  a  fractional  voltage  to  be  obtained,  which,  more- 
over, may  be  positive  or  negative  at  will,  according  as  the 
slider  is  on  the  positive  or  negative  side  of  the  central 
tapping.  An  alternative  form  of  potentiometer  is  shown 
in  Diagram  2,  where  the  resistance  is  not  tapped  centrally, 
but  the  outer  circuit  is  joined  to  the  middle  point  of  a  two- 
cell  battery.  The  D.P.  at  the  terminals  is  the  effect  of 
difference  of  the  opposing  currents  and  varies  in  strength 
and  direction  with  the  position  of  the  slider.  The  neces- 
sity for  reversal  of  current  arises  from  the  different 
behaviour  of  various  couples,  some  forms  being  sensitive 
to  positive  and  others  to  negative  currents.  The  effect  of 
the  reversal  of  current  in  the  potentiometer  is  the  same 
as  if  the  crystal  couple  were  reversed  in  its  holder. 
Graphic  analysis  demonstrates  the  results  of  its  use.  The 
effect  of  a  damped  oscillation  wave  applied  to  a  carborun- 
dum-steel couple,  the  curve  of  which  is  indicated,  is  repre- 
sented in  Diagram  A.    As  the  voltage  of  the  train  never 


reaches  the  point  when  the  couple  becomes  sensitive,  no 
effect  is  produced.  Diagram  B  shows  a  similar  wave 
applied  in.  addition  to  0.7  volt.  The  steady  voltage  of  the 
potentiometer  and  the  oscillating  voltage  of  the  incoming 
wave  are  now  added  to  produce  the  resultant  current 
through  the  couple,  the  dotted  line  representing  the  result- 
ant total  rectified  current  operating  on  the  telephones. 
The  potentiometer  may  be  included  in  the  circuit  in 
ssveral  ways — in  the  primary  aerial  circuit,  or  in  the 
secondary  transformed  circuit,  and  may  be  included  in  the 
telephone  circuit.

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Wireless  Licences 

Details  were  given  in  the  C.  <Sc  D.,  November  18,  p.  695, 
regarding  the  obtaining  of  broadcast  licences  to  establish 
wireless  stations.  These  are  obtainable  at  chief  post 
offices,  but  the  holder  may  only  use  instruments  which 
bear  the  transfer  of  the  British  Broadcasting  Co. 

Experimenters'  Licences 
The  other  form  of  licence  for  experimenters  is  granted 
to  those  who  have  made  their  own  apparatus,  or  who, 
•in  the  opinion  of  the  Postmaster-General,  show  sufficient 
reason  for  requiring  such  licences.  Experimenters' 
.licences  are  only  obtainable  from  the  General  Post  Office. 
The  following  is  the  official  summary  of  the  conditions 
of  issue  : — 

(1)  The  applicant  shall  produce  evidence  of  British 
nationality  and  two  written  references  as  to  character.  A 
certificate  of  birth  should  be  furnished  if  possible ;  but  this 
will  not  be  insisted  on  if  the  referees  testify  of  their  own 
knowledge  that  the  applicant  is  of  British  nationality.  The 
referees  should  be  persons  of  British  birth  and  standing, 
not  related  to  the  applicant.  In  the  case  of  a  company, 
society  or  body,  application  should  be  made  by  one  of  the 
principals.  Any  permit  granted  will  be  issued  in  his  name, 
and  he  will  be  personally  responsible  for  the  observance 
of  its  terms. 

(2)  The  installation  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Postmaster  General,   and  shall  be  open  to  inspection 

•  at  all  reasonable  times  by  properly  authorised  officers  of 
the  Post  Office. 

(3)  Secrecy  of  correspondence  shall  be  observed. 

(4)  Applicants-  must  satisfy  the  Postmaster  General  that 
they  have  in  view  some  object  of  scientific  value  or  general 
public  utility,  and  that  they  are  competent  to  carry  out 
experiments  in  wireless  reception. 

(5)  The  apparatus  shall  be  used  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
cause  no  interference  with  other  stations.  In  particular, 
between  the  hours  of  5  p.m.  and  11  p.m.  on  week-days,  and 
alt  day  Sunday,  any  oscillating  _  valve  or  valve  circuit 
employing  magnetic  or  electrostatic  l-eaction  must  not  be 
directly  coupled  with  the  aerial  or  the  aerial  secondary 
circuit  over  the  range  of  wave-lengths  between  300  and  500 
metres.  The  use  of  separate  heterodyne  circuits,  coupled 
with  ,the  aerial  or  the  aerial  secondary  circuit  over  the 
range  of  wave-lengths  bctwen  300  and  500  metres,  is 
similarly  restricted. 

That  is  to  say  :  — 

(1)  Any  reactive  arrangement  or  a  separate  heterodyne 
oscillator  may  be  used  directly  coupled  with  the  aerial 
or  the  aerial  secondary  circuit  on  all  waves  at  all  times, 
with  the  exception  of  the  range  of  wave-lengths  between 
30Q  and  500  metres,  provided  no  interference  is  caused  with 
other  stations. 

(2)  For  the  range  of  wave-lengths  between  300  and  500 
metres:  — 

(a)  The  use  of  reaction  or  a  separate  heterodyne 
oscillator,  as  in  (1),  is  permissible  between  the  hours 
of  11  p.m.  and  midnight,  and  from  midnight  till 
5  p.m.,  Sundays  excluded. 

(b)  The  use  of  reaction  or  a  separate  heterodyne 
oscillator  directly  coupled  with  the  aerial  or  the  aerial 
secondary  circuit  is  not  permissible  between  the  hours 
5  p.m.  and  11  p.m.  on  week-days  and  all  day  Sunday. 
If  the  use  of  reaction  or  a  separate  heterodyne  oscil- 
lator is  desired  on  these  waves  during  these  hours, 
the  reaction  or  separate  heterodyne  oscillator  must 
be  so  arranged  that  a  valve  is  interposed 
between  the  aerial  circuit  or  circuits  and  the  circuit 
with  which  tao  reaction  or  separate  heterodyne 
oscillator  is  coupled. 

(6)  A  fee  of  ten  shillings  in  respect  of  each  experimental 
station  is  payable  annually  in  advance  so  long  as  the  licence 
remains  in  force.  The  period  covered  by  the  first  payment 
expires  as  follows  : —

ended  :  — 

March  31,  on  December  31  in  the  same  year. 
June  30,  on  March  31  in  the  following  year. 
September  3CT,  on  June  30  in  the  following  year. 
Decembei  31,  on  September  30  in  the  following  year. 
(1)  Aerials. — Dimensions    allowed   are  as  follows: — Com- 
bined height  and  length  not  to  exceed  100  ft. 

(8)  Portable  Stations  (i.e.,  field  stations). — General  con- 
ditions same  as  for  fixed  stations.       .  - 


Use  will  ordinarily  be  authorised  only  within  a  radius  of 
10  miles  of  a  fixed  point. 

The  applicant  for  authority  to  use  wireless  receiving 
apparatus  should  complete  the  form  of  application  for- 
warded herewith,  and  return  it  to  the  Secretary,  General 
Post  Office,  London,  E.C.I,  together  with  the  required 
evidence  of  British  nationality,  etc.  The  fee  should  not 
be  forwarded  until  formal  application  is  made  for  it.

— Lecturing  in  London 
recently  on  water  supply,  Professor  M.  T.  M.  Ormsby  said 
that  experiments  were  now  being  made  with  mechanical 
filters,  which  would  filter  about  200  gallons  per  square  foot 
per  hour.  This  was  100  times  as  fast  as  the  slow  sand 
filter.  With  mechanical  filtering  the  water  was  at  present 
not  quite  so  good,  but  it  had  been  very  much  improved. 
Mechanical  filters  were  cleaned  by  turning  a  current  of 
water  backwards  through  the  filters,  and  it  was  done  in  a 
few  minutes.

Associations'  Winter  Session 

Hull. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Hull  Pharmacists' 
Association,  held  on  January  2,  a  letter  was  read  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  stating  that  the  area  to  be 
allocated  to  Hull  would  include  Beverley,  Driffield, 
Goole,  Hessle,  Hornsea,  Hull,  Patrington  and  Withernsea. 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  G.  Bennett)  said  they  had  to 
decide  whether  they  should  form  a  branch  of  the  Society 
in  Hull,  or  whether  they  should  form  their  own  Associa- 
tion into  that  branch.  After  a  discussion,  it  was  decided 
to  further  the  motion  of  forming  a  separate  Society,  Mr. 
Bennett  being  appointed  temporary  secretary.  A  large 
portrait  in  oils  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Baines,  a  Hull 
chemist,  who  was  said  to  be  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Association,  had  been  presented  to  the  local  Association. 
The  secretary's  report  showed  that  the  Association  had 
continued  its  steady  progress.  The  Hull  Technical  College 
is  now  one  of  the  recognised  schools  for  elementary 
pharmaceutical  education  for  all  subjects  except  botany, 
and  after  an  illustration  by  Mr.  Selle  of  the  handicap 
this  places  on  students  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  ask  why  the  school  was  not 
recognised  for  this  subject.  Officers  were  elected  as 
follows  : — President,  Mr.  W.  C.  Bennett;  Secretary,  Mr. 
R.  D.  Allen;  Treasurer,  Miss  Bolton;  Minute  Secretary, 
Mr.  H.  Richardson ;  Vice-Presidents  (provisional),  Mr. 
J.  J.  Twigg,  Mr.  E.  Hindle  and  Mr.  Perkins.  Mr.  H. 
Tebb,  the  retiring  president,  became  a  vice-president 
automatically.  The  committee  were  re-elected.  Before 
the  meeting  concluded,  Mr.  Richardson  drew  an  amusing 
contrast  between  the  successful  Association  meetings  of 
nowadays  and  those  of  thirty  or  more  years  ago,  when 
only  officers  attended  the  one  meeting  a  year,  when  they 
elected  each  other  into  the  various  offices.  Presidents 
remained  in  office  for  about  three  years,  and  secretaries 
for  life. 

Thames  Valley. — A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Kingston 
Hotel,  Kingston-on-Thames,  on  January  10  to  hear  a 
lecture  by  Dr.  Stanley  White  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.)  on 
Biological  Products.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of 
members  present.  Dr.  White,  whose  lecture  was  illus- 
trated with  lantern  slides,  began  his  address  by  drawing 
attention  to  the  difference  between  a  serum  and  a 
vaccine.  He  traced  the  history  of  the  preparation  of 
serums,  using  diphtheria  antitoxin  as  an  example, 
and  referred  to  the  value  of  tetanus  serum  during 
the  war.  In  Northern  France  many  soldiers  who 
had  been  wounded  suffered  from  tetanus,  but  the  number 
of  deaths  from  it  were  greatly  reduced  in  1915  owing  to 
the  use  of  tetanus  antitoxin,  which  was  injected  into  each 
wounded  man  so  soon  as  possible.  A  vaccine  he  defined  as 
a  micro-organism  in  solution.  He  showed  many  pictures 
of  cultures  for  the  preparation  of  vaccines.  Tuberculin 
vaccine  was  standardised  by  weight.  He  made  a  passing 
reference  to  the  Koch  treatment  for  tuberculosis,  drawing 
attention  to  the  errors  made  in  the  early  days.  Con- 
tinuing, he  explained  the  uses  of  many  of  the  ductless 
glands  of  the  body  which  appeared  to  present  knowledge 
to  have  no  way  of  getting  rid  of  excretions.  He  referred 
to  the  loose  way  in  which  thyroid  gland  was  ordered. 
The  doctors  Hid  not  say  whether  they  meant  the  dry 
or  fresh  gland.  He  was  glad  that  the  editors  of  the 
B.P.  had  included  adrenalin  in  the  1914  issue,  but  they 
have  not  in  the  tests  included  the  one  of  physiological 
standardisation  which  was  necessary  to  get  uniform 
strength  with  it,  this  also  applied  to  the  preparations  of 
ergot,  digitalis,  and  squill.  Mr.  Goode,  in  opening  the 
discussion,  mentioned  a  case  of  a  lady  who  suffered  from 
obesity,  and  by  means  of  thyroid,  in  a  short  period 
reduced  her  weight  by  three  stone.  It  affected  her,  how- 
ever, by  making  her  look  about  sixty  when  she  was  only 
about  forty.  Messrs.  Clement,  Harrison  and  Morrell  also 
asked  questions  and  raised  points  which  the  lecturer 
replied  to.  .

Miss 
Bolton,  Hull's  only  lady  pharmacist,  and  a  number  of  the 
chemists'  wives,  worked  hard  to  give  the  children  an 
enjoyable  time.  Before  leaving,  each  child  was  given  a 
box  of  chocolates.  The  Association  has  decided  that  the 
Christmas  party  will  become  an  annual  event.

Blackpool. — Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey,  chemist  and  druggist,, 
haa  been  appointed  chairman  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
Committee,  and  Messrs.  D.  J.  Bailey,  F.  Boothroyd,  and, 
J.  W.  Huddart  have  been  appointed  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Sub-Committee.  Pharmacists  will  be  represented  by 
Messrs.  D.  J.  Bailey  and  F.  Boothroyd  on  the  Joint 
Services  Committee. 

Denbighshire. — The  number  of  insurance  prescriptions 
issued  in  Denbighshire  during  1922  was  120,011,  as  against 
100,814  the  year  previous,  the  cost  being  £5,807  and 
£4,153  respectively. 

London. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
took  place  on  January  9,  Mr.  H.  Skinner  (Chairman)  pre- 
siding. The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  for 
the  month  of  September,  1922,  showed  a  margin  of  error 
of  0.03  per  cent.  The  Committee  decided  to  issue  to 
each  chemist  on  the  London  Panel  an  explanatory  letter 
regarding  the  new  standards  for  dressings,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  B.P.C.  Supplement.  The  secretary  reported 
inter  alia  : — Particulars  of  dispensing  for  the  first  nine

Also  : — A  complaint  against  a  doctor  influencing  his 
patients  to  a  particular  chemist  had  been  satisfactorily 
settled.  Additional  facilities  for  insurance  dispensing 
were  now  provided  in  a  district  in  the  South-Western 
area.  Particulars  of  correspondence  relating  to  the  pro- 
posed joint  deputation  to  the  Insurance  Committee  from 
the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  regarding 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  services.  The  Insurance  Act 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association  had  invited 
the  various  bodies-  connected  with  National  Health 
Insurance  to  a  conference  held  at  the  Guildhall  on 
January  3.  The  Special  Sub-Committee  reported  the 
results  of  their  investigations  in  two  cases  of  alleged 
inaccurate  dispensing. 

Nottingham  (Co.).— At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  In- 
surance Committee,  held  on  January  8,  it  was  reported 
that  a  comprehensive  test  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
the  drugs  and  appliances  supplied  to  insured  persons  had 
been  carried  out  with  satisfactory  results.  Of  the  129,350 
insured  persons  who  had  selected  doctors  on  October  1, 
103,141  obtained  their  drugs  and  appliances  from  chemists 
and  the  remainder  from  the  practitioners.  While  the 
number  of  prescriptions  given  by  the  doctors  had  in- 
creased from  227,793  to  236,662  during  the  year,  the  cost 
of  drugs  and  appliances  had  fallen  from  £8,629  lis.  Id. 
to  £8,310  12s.  Id.  The  average  total  cost  per. prescription 
was  9.1d.  in  1920  and  8.4d.  in  1921.  The  Committee's 
share  of  the  expenses  of  the  North-East  Midland  Pre- 
scription Bureau  for  1921  was  £328  3s.  4d.,  as  compared 
with  £296  12s.  3d.  for  the  previous  year.  It  was  anti- 
cipated that  there  would  be  a  considerable  reduction  in 
the  expenditure  of  the  Bureau  during  the  current  year. 
The  expenditure  in  the  drug  fund,  totalling  £10,913 
2s.  5d.,  comprised  the  items  :  Chemists,  £8,097  17s.  lid.  ; 
practitioners,  £2,728  17s.  6d.  ;  and  expenses  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  £86  7s. 
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The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and 
higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for 
selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk 
quantities.

The  optimistic  feeling  with  which  the  year  opened  has 
received  a  decided  check  this  week  in  consequence  of  the 
French  occupation  of  the  Ruhr,  which  was  immediately 
followed  by  a  fresh  collapse  in  several  of  the  European 
exchanges,  the  German  mark  at  one  period  of  the  week 
touching  48,500-49,000,  and  the  Paris  cheque  69.00-69.10. 
That  is  how  the  financial  world  regards  the  situation, 
and  it  is  naturally  followed  by  a  loss  of  confidence  and 
unsettled  markets  generally.  In  the  Mincing  Lane 
produce  markets  Zanzibar  cloves  and  rubber  are  out- 
standing features.  Cloves  are  fully  Id.  to  l^d.  per  lb. 
dearer,  and  a  large  forward  business  has  been  done  owing 
to  speculators  being  compelled  to  compete  in  the  open 
market  to  cover  blank  sales.  Spot  shellac  remains  very 
firm  with  a  further  advance  in  the  delivery  market. 
Fennel  seed  and  Japanese  ginger  are  dearer;  caraway 
and  fenugreek  seeds  are  on  the  easier  side.  Menthol  is 
nominal  in  the  absence  of  business,  and  refined  camphor 
is  quiet.    Senega  is  easier  inclined,  while  ergot  is  steadier.

Cod  liver  oil  has  shown  more  activity  since  the  turn 
of  the  year.

Arsenic. — The  American  demand  apparently  continues, 
and  some  few  parcels  of  Japanese  have  been  on  offer, 
but  the  market  remains  extremely  bare.

Italian  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets

During  December  the  recovery  in  the  value  of  the  Italian 
lire  was  checked  in  the  case  of  England,  the  value  of  the 
pound  sterling  remaining  between  lire  90  and  lire  93.

German  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets 

The  German  chemical  market  opened  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  in  a  very  nervous  and  uncertain  state  pending 
events  arising  from  the  threatened  occupation  of  the  Ruhr- 
district  by  French  troops,  which  already  caused  a  further 
slump  in  German  marks.  It  is  now  exceedingly  difficult 
for  German  manufacturing  concerns  to  arrive  at  an  exact 
calculation  of  the  cost  of  production,  as  they  themselves 
ai-e  practically  bare  of  stock.  In  fact,  the  works,  though 
being  fully  booked  up  in  the  various  specialities,  encounter 
difficulties  in  giving  prompt  deliveries,  and  are  therefore 
most  reserved  in  entering  further  commitments  beyond 
reasonable  possibilities  of  giving  delivery  in  due  course.  In 
many  instances  prices  of  certain  German  chemicals  have 
practically  reached  the  parity  of  prices  in  the  world  market. 
Though  the  sales  in  foreign  currencies  should  leave  makers 
a  margin  of  a  legitimate  trading  profit,  this  unfortunately 
is  not  the  case  as  they  have  invariably  to  convert  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  foreign  sales  into  marks  to  enable  them  to 
execute  the  orders  booked.  As,  however,  the  overhead 
charges  often  advance  beyond  their  control,  and  the  figures 
on  which  their  calculations  are  based,  it  will  not  be  easy  for 
them  to  carry  out  their  commitments  at  the  scheduled  time. 
In  many  instances  a  large  number  of  intermediary  chemical 
firms  have  already  dropped  out  altogether  as  they  can  no 
longer  obtain  the  goods  for  export  from  manufacturers, 
apart  from  now  being  required  of  them  that  the  works' 
certificate  is  produced  when  exporting  chemicals,  besides 
they  have  no  longer  any  facilities  to  finance  such  trans- 
actions involving  many  millions  instead  of  thousands  of 
marks.  The  outlook  for  the  German  chemical  trade  is, 
therefore,  very  gloomy,  and  prices  tend  to  go  much  higher. 
The  increase  of  railway  freights  in  Germany  since 
October  1,  1922,  were  as  follows:  —

Sodium  benzoate.— The  available  stock  controlled  by  the 
Convention  is  reported  to  be  practically  sold  at  the  recently 
reduced  figure,  and  a  considerable  advance  in  prices  in  the 
near  future  is  expected.

The  Minim 

Sir, — The  surmise  of  Xrayser  II.  [C.  &  D.,  January  6, 
p.  17)  as  to  the  time  of  the  origin  of  the  above-named 
measure  is  quite  correct,  as  will  be  found  if  you  refer  to 
the  preface  of  the  edition  of  the  London  Pharmacopoeia 
for  1809.  Dr.  Powell,  in  his  translation  of  that  edition, 
has  a  note  on  the  adoption  of  this  measure  in  place  of 
measuring  by  drops,  in  which  he  states  that  "  the  College 
have  adopted  the  glass  measures  originally  invented  by  the 
late  Mr.  Timothy  Lane,  F.R.S.,  in  which  the  standard 
wine  gallon  of  the  Exchequer  is  divided  into  61,440  parts, 
now  called  minims,  and  which  are  applicable  with 
accuracy  to  the  mensuration  of  the  smallest  of  these 
quantities."  From  this  quotation  we  also  learn  of  the 
origin  of  glass  measures,  without  which  there  could  have 
been  no  measuring  of  minims. — Yours  faithfully,

Far-East  Positions  for  Qualified  Assistants 

Sir, — The  letter  of  "  Tidapa  "  (0.  D.,  January  6, 
p.  34)  raises  anew  the  question  of  Colonial  positions,  and 
shows  that  the  pre-war  conditions  still  exist  of  engaging 
young  men,  inexperienced  in  the  conditions  of  life  abroad, 
and  requiring  them  to  sign  contracts  for  wages  which 
are  not  equivalent  to  the  standard  prevailing  at  home. 
There  was  considerable  correspondence  some  time  ago 
in  the  C.  &■  D.  on  conditions  in  the  Colonies,  the  majority 
of  the  letters  being  in  agreement  with  the  views  expressed 
by  "Tidapa";  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
impressions  formed  are  largely  a  question  of  constitu- 
tion. Here  and  there  among  men  born  in  this  country 
one  meets  an  individual  who  is  well  adapted  to  life  in 
the  tropics,  but  for  one  such  there  are  a  hundred  who 
cannot  stand  it,  and  sooner  or  later  have  to  give  it  up. 
One  employer  I  worked  for  abroad  had  lived  there  for 
twenty  years,  and  would  not  have  lived  at  home  again 
permanently  under  any  circumstances,  and  he  could  not 
understand  why  assistants  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
conditions.  It  must  be  pointed  out  that  he  generally 
arrived  at  the  pharmacy  about  eleven,  opened  his  corre- 
spondence, and  saw  to  any  matters  that  required  his 
"personal  attention  (these  arduous  duties  lasted  about  an 
hour),  then  went  home,  and  we  saw  no  more  of  him 
till  next  day,  as  he  belonged  to  various  clubs.  No 
wonder  he  enjoyed  Colonial  life.  But  for  the  assistants 
the  matter  was  totally  different,  as  the  hours  were  longer 
than  they  are  at  home.  In  conclusion,  if  a  man  is 
prepared  to  put  up  with  the  unaccustomed  heat,  the 
annoyance  caused  by  insects  and  so  on,  and  the  risk 
of  injury  to  health  for  the  sake  of  experience  (which 
is  well  worth  having,  if  one  can  stand  the  rest),  then 
by  all  means  let  him  go  abroad ;  but  please  disabuse 
the  minds  of  assistants  that  work  abroad  is  a  continual 
picnic.

Sir, — I  was  interested  in  the  letter  signed  "  Tidapa  " 
in  your  issue  of  January  6  (p.  34),  and  as  I  have  had 
close  on  thirty  years'  experience  in  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments in  the  drug-business,  I  thought  I  would  like  to 
reply.  It  would  appear  that  our  friend  has  not  found 
the  Straits  Settlements  a  bed  of  roses,  and  is  determined 
to  prevent  others  from  making  the  mistakes  he  did.  He 
thinks  a  man  should  accept  nothing  less  than  $425,  $450 
and  $475  a  month  for  his  first  contract  of  three  years. 
He  says  nothing  about  a  passage  paid  out,  which  will 
cost  nearly  £80  (almost  another  $700),  and  in  some  cases 
a  few  pounds  given  to  spend  on  the  trip  out.  Very 
nice  indeed,'  but  can  he  tell  me  anv  dispensary  from 
Singapore,  Malacca,  through  the  F.M.S.  and  Penang, 


that  could  afford  to  pay  such  a  princely  salary,  particu- 
larly in.  these  days  of  bad  business  and  world-wide 
depression?  Besides,  does  he  not  know  that  getting  an 
assistant  out  from  England  is  like  buying  a  pig  in  a  poke  ? 
It  takes  nearly  the  first  year  to  get  acclimatised,  then 
there  is  the  language  to  pick  up ;  and  by  the  time 
"  Tidapa  "  is  beginning  to  be  of  much  use  in  the 
business  his  first  agreement  is  nearly  up.  There  is  also 
bound  to  be  a  manager,  who  of  .  course  is  sure  to  be 
getting  considerably  more  in  salary  than  the  assistant, 
and  how  the  business  is  to  carry  on  and  pay  I  do  not 
know.  The  most  of  the  dispensaries  in  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments and  F.M.S.  are  limited  to  companies,  so  by  the 
time  the  manager,  assistant,  native  employees  and  land- 
lord are  paid  there  will  not  be  much  left  for  the  poor 
shareholders.  The  literal  translation  of  "  Tidapa  "  is 
"  Never  mind — do  not  care,"  so  it  looks  to  me  as  if 
he  did  not  care.  In  spite  of  what  "  Tidapa  "  says, 
I  only  wish  I  was  thirty  years  younger,  and  I  would 
go  out  to-morrow  again.  The  climate  is  not  so  bad 
as  "  Tidapa  "  would  like  to  make  out,  and  during  my 
residence  there  I  used  to  play  Association  and  Rugby 
football,  tennis,  hockey,  bowls,  golf,  etc.,  and  in  a 
tropical  climate  it  is  the  only  way  to  keep  fit.  No  one 
can  expect  to  get  the  salary  of  a  man  who  ha3  been 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  before  you.  as  experience  in  the 
East  counts  as  at  home;  above  all,  ability  and  hard 
work  are  the  things  that  count  in  quick  promotion,  both 
of  salary  and  position. — I  am,  etc.,

Adulteration  of  Liquorice  Juice 

Sir, — The  important  monograph  in  your  issue  of 
December  30  (p.  926),  is  doubtless  a  great  surprise  to 
many  buyers  of  liquorice  juice,  and  is  likely  to  dam.ige  the 
sale  and  reputation  of  the  better-known  Italian  brands. 
Those  "  behind  the  scenes  "  have  always  viewed  with 
suspicion  the  Sicilian  and  Catanian  brands,  many  of  which 
are  made  not  from  Italian  liquorice  root  alone,  but  from 
that  obtained  in  the  wild  state  from  Mesopotamia.  It  :s 
more  than  likely  that  the  trouble  arises  from  this  source, 
due  to  gathering  by  Arabs  and  their  lack  of  knowledge  of 
the  respective  roots.  The  high  prices  which  have  ruled 
for  pure  liquorice  juice  have  proved  favourable  for 
unscrupulous  adulteration,  and  in  view  of  the  seriousness  of 
this  adulteration  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that 
buyers  insist  on  liquorice  juice  which  is  made  from  culti- 
vated Calabrian  root,  of  which  there  is  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  meet  all  demands  for  pharmaceutical  requirements. 
This  information  may  be  useful  to  discriminating  buyers.

Irish  Ph.C.'s  aiid  R.D.'s 

Sir, — I  am  very  pleased  Mr.  Robert  Kells  has  thought 
fit  to  reply  to  my  letter,  published  on  December  23,  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  He  suggests  that  it  con- 
tained misstatements,  but  strange  to  relate,  he  does  not 
correct  me — why?  The  unbiased  reader  may  read  between 
the  lines.  From  time  to  time  druggists  have  asserted  it 
is  within  their  right  to  compound  dentists'  and  veterinary 
prescriptons,  but  not  those  of  the  physician,  and  my  idea 
in  writing  was  to  prove  that  they  have  no  right  to  do 
so  in  any  sense  of  the  word.  Mr.  Kells  has  not  shown 
wherein  I  erred.  But  a  little  bluff  goes  a  long  way,  and 
instead  of  keeping  to  the  point  he  introduces  the  new 
"  dentists."  ....  Now,  I  propose  keeping  Mr.  Kells 
to  the  point,  and  shall  show  what  a  hopeless  analogy  he 
draws  with  reference  to  the  institution  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  as  applied  to  qualified  persons  and  druggists 
of  the  present  day  seeking  the  higher  title.  Mr  Kells 
would  have  readers  believe  that  the  first  council  nominated 
was  an  unqualified  one  (i.e.,  in  the  sense  of  examination). 
He  may  be  enlightened,  however,  by  studying  the  Phar- 
maceutical Calendar,  and  there  will  discover  that  the 
first  nominated  council  was  composed  of  twenty-one 
persons,  no  less  than  twelve  of  whom  were  distinguished 
physicians  or  surgeons,  one  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries 
.Hall,  an  analytical  chemist,  and  the  remainder  chemists 
in  business  in   the  leading   cities.      And  yet  Mr.  Robert 
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Kells  maintains  these  were  in  no  wise  more  entitled  to 
act  as  Ph.C.'s  than  R.D.'s  of  the  present  day.  .  .  .  Mr. 
Kells  further  informs  us  that  a  number  of  persons,  having 
served  their  apprenticeship  with  Ph.C.'s,  proceed  to  the 
R.D.  examination,  and  then  open  shops  on  that  title:  nor 
is  that  all,  he  tells  us  they  compound  medical  prescriptions 
and  think  it  no  moral  wrong  !  I  suppose  it  would  be 
morally  wrong  for  them  to  study  further  and  pass  the 
L.P.S.  examination  !  ....  I  am  not  in  favour  of  dividing 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  as  Mr.  Kells  suggests,  and 
his  inuendo  re  my  conversion  to  pharmacy  is  also  incor- 
rect. ...  As  regards  the  new  "  dentists,"  ...  if  the 
former  R.D.'s — now  "  dentists  " — make  as  hopeless  a  mess 
of  prescribing  as  many  druggists  do  of  compounding — 
well,  there  will  be  great  "  Gas." — Yours  faithfully,

■  Sir, — Mr.  Hewson's  letter  in-  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  December  23  (p.  915)  is  amusing  reading 
to  registered  druggists  like  myself  :  ninety-nine  per  cent, 
of  R.D.'s  are  men  who  served  their  apprenticship  to 
chemists.  They  have  had  many  years'  experience  in  com- 
pounding and  dispensing,  and  to  say  that  they  have 
no  more  moral  right  than  grocers  to  compound  is  simply 
nonsense.  I  have  had  twenty-six  years'  experience,  and 
for  many  years,  when  unqualified,  did  locum  tenens  work 
for  chemists.  It  is  a  fact  that  illegal  compounding  by 
R.D.'s  is  very  prevalent  at  the  present  time.  The 
Society  is  powerless.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  for 
pharmacy  to  abolish  the  R.D.  Provide  a  stiff  examina- 
tion in  pharmacy,  charge  an  entrance  fee  of  £10,  and 
£10  for  the,  certificate  on  passing.  The  qualified 
assistants'  examination  would  be  a  suitable  standard. 
The  Society's  funds  would  be  strengthened,  and  phar- 
macy in  Ireland  would  attain  a  standard  worthy  of  the 
Irish  nation. — Y^iurs,  etc.,'

Sir, — Re  proposal  to  give  the  registered  druggist  the 
Ph.C.  licence  on  a  modified  examination,  I  wish  to  point 
out  that,  when  I  proposed  my  amendment  at  the  Council 
meeting,  viz.,  "  before  any  final  step  be  taken  by  the 
Council  in  this  matter,  that  a  referendum  of  the  licentiates 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  be  taken,"  I 
was  assured  that  it  would  be  absolutely  necessary  to  have 
a  referendum  before  any  change  could  take  place.  On 
that  assurance,  I  withdrew  my  amendment.  I  believe 
that  it  is  of  vital  importance  f  or  all  pharmacists  to  become 
members  of  the  Society,  so  that  they  may  be  in  a  position 
to  assert  their  authority.  I  read  Mr.  Hewson's  letter, 
also  Mr.  Mellon's,  in  the  C.  &  D.,  and  it  is  refreshing  to 
see  the  pharmacists  at  last  expressing  their  opinions 
opposing  this  absurd  proposal.  I  would  be  glad  to  hear 
from  any  pharmacist  who  is  opposed  to  this  change,  so  that 
I  may  bring  their  protests  before  the  Council  when  the 
report  of  the  Committee  comes  to  hand  .

Sir,— Messrs.  Hewson's  and  Mellon's  letters  are  more 
amusing  than  instructive.  Druggists  have  a  legal  status  : 
not  so  grocers,  or  the  English  drug-store  proprietors.  We 
prefer  to  take  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Meeke,  solicitor  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  or  the  considered  judgments  of 
such  well-known  authorities  on  pharmacy  laws  as  Messrs. 
Watson  and  Wells,  viz.,  "  Druggists  can  compound 
veterinary  surgeons'  and  dentists'  prescriptions,"  and  later 
oh  we  find  the  English  Attorney  General  giving  it  as  his 
opinion  that  druggists  can  dispense  doctors'  prescriptions 
{vide  C.  &■  D.  Diary,  1922,  p.  244).  Mr.  Hewson  says  that 
we  druggists  know  nothing  about  chemical  reactions.  'Tis 
strange,  considering  how  some  of  the  L.P.S.I.'s  and  even 
members  of  the  Council  place  druggists  in  charge  of  their 
branches.  Have  druggists  a  lesser  knowledge  of  this  sub- 
ject than  apprentices  or  unqualified  assistants?  These 
gentlemen  compound  without  supervision  and  make  up  the 
difficult  preparations  of  the  B.P.,  so  this  argument  won't 
out  ice  :  try  again,  Mr.  Hewson  !  Compounding  is  the  only 
difference  between  the  aristocrats  (of  Mr.  Mellon's  imag- 
ination), and  the  much  abused  druggist ;  therefore  it  is 


only  logic  that  compounding  should  be  the  test  for  recog- 
nition. The  Medical  Council  recognised  parties  with  no 
legal  status ;  practice  made  them  do  so,  and  I  think  we 
have  as  much  claim  to  recognition,  if  .not  more.

Sir, — In  your  interesting  report  of  the  last  meeting  of 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
(C.  &  D.,  December  23,  p.  893),  one  of  the  councillors 
referred  to  the  prominent  part  the  North  Irish  Pharma- 
cists' Association  took  in  the  educational  movement  which 
has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Council  for  the  past 
twelve  months.  The  bulk  of  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation take  little  or  no  interest  in  it.  The  uplifting  of 
R.D.'s  to  Licentiate  status  without  the  proper  course  of 
training  and  examination  cannot  be  called  "  higher 
education."  It  looks  more  like  giving  a  degree  for 
services  rendered  or  the  fulfilment  of  pre-election 
promises.  It  is  a  fact  that  a  few  R.D.'s  have  refused 
the  gift ;  and  one  has  written  that  he  will  not  accept 
a  qualification  that  he  never  worked  for.  It  should  be 
noted  that  every  member  of  the  N.I.P.A.  is  a  member 
of  Committee,  and  a  quorum  of  five  can  do  anything 
they  like  in  the  name  of  the  Association.  With 
these  facts  before  us,  how  can  Mr.  Wilson  claim 
so  much  credit  for  the  N.I.P.A.  in  the  matter  of  educa- 
tion ?  The  same  gentleman  spoke  in  ' '  feeling  ' '  terms  of 
"  loyalty  to  the  licentiates  whose  votes  sent  them  there." 
Up  to  the  present  I  fail  to  see  a  display  of  his  or  his 
friend's  loyalty  to  the  licentiates  who  sent  them  to 
the  Council.  They  do  not  seem  to  see  that  they  have 
practically  no  following  amongst  the  licentiates,  and  the 
sooner  they  are  made  to  recognise  it  the  better  for 
everyone.  The  interests  of  the  licentiates  are  at  stake, 
and  it  is  high  time  that  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
should  speak  out  and  show  which  side  they  are  on ; 
there  should  be  no  sitting  on  the  fence  to  see  how  the 
cat  may  jump.

Irish  Company  Apprentices 

Sir, — In  replying  to  the  response  of  "  L.P.S. I." 
(C.  &  D.,  December  23,  p.  915)  to  my  letter  on  Irish 
company  apprentices,  I  fail  to  see  where  the  irrelevancy 
he  mentions  exists  in  the  comments  I  made  on  his  letter. 
If  "  L.P.S. I."  had  had  the  misfortune  of  working  in  a 
country  pharmacy  where  prescriptions  were  so  sparse 
as  to  be  compared  to  "  angelic  visits,"  it  does  not 
follow  that  every  country  pharmacy  should  be  placed  in 
the  same  category ;  of  course,  there  may  be  some  poor 
districts  where  doctors  give  advice  and  medicine  on  the 
2s.  6d.  and  5s.  scale,  and  consequently  do  not  write  many 
prescriptions  ;  but  why  should  a  pharmacist  bury  himself 
in  such  a  district  when  there  are  more  opulent  centres 
available  and  where  there  are  doctors  practising  on  a 
large  scale  who  do  not  want  the  worry  of  compounding 
their  own  prescriptions  ?  Anyhow,  I  thought  it  was 
customary  for  a  pharmacist  to  call  first  on  the  medical  men 
in  the  district  where  he  intended  pitching  his  tent,  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  support  that  might  be 
procurable.  I  speak  from  practical  experience  in  stating 
that  during  my  long  pharmaceutical  career  I  have  received 
the  support  of  the  local  doctors,  and  have  had  several 
pupils  who  never  found  any  difficulty,  after  the  com- 
pletion of  their  respective  terms  of  apprenticeship,  in 
procuring  positions  in  first-class  city  establishments,  and 
gave  every  satisfaction  to  their  employers  from  the  com- 
mencement. In  conclusion,  I  consider  the  argument  of 
"  L.P.S. I."  very  weak  indeed,  especially  when  he  brings 
forward  a  seidlitz  powder  to  strengthen  it.  Is  he  for- 
getting the  fact  that  a  seidlitz  powder  is  a  pharmacopceial 
preparation  and  one  of  the  first  an  apprentice  is  taught 
to  manipulate,  thus  bringing  the  gentle  novice  a  step 
forward  through  the  "  pharmaceutical  labyrinth  "?  Any 
broad-minded  person  should  know  that  a  country 
pharmacy  apprentice  receives  far  more  attention  than 
that  afforded  in  a  city  one,  and  is  not  kept  constantly 
putting  up  small  stock  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
term,  as  is  the  case  in  the  latter. — Yours  faithfully,

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Glaxo  Price -Scheme 

Sir, — The  battle  cf  Glaxo  appears  to  be  developing 
from  the  preliminary  skirmish  into  a  full-sized  engage- 
i  ment;  the  letter  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Birks  (0.  &  D.,  December 
23,  p.  915),  and  the  replies  of  Sir  W.  Glyn  Jones  to  the 
questionnaire  addressed  to  him  by  "  The  Grocer  "  are  the 
latest  contributions  to  the  melee.  Sir  W.  Glyn  Jones 
scores  a  distinct  point  in  the  first  answer,  where  he  says 
that  so  recently  as  September  last  the  proprietors  of 
Glaxo  were  showing  at  the  Grocers'  Exhibition,  and  if 
they  were  also  appointing  grocers  as  special  agents,  and 
circularising  them  specially,  the  new  move  of  restricting 
the  sales  of  their  products  to  pharmacists  only,  is  a 
complete  volte  face,  and  causes  one  seriously  to  ponder 
over  the  reasons  which  brought  about  such  a  new  policy. 
What  the  future  may  bring  cannot  be  foreseen,  but  in 
any  case  pharmacists  will  have  to  be  content  with  a 
reduced  profit,  and  it  will  be  some  little  time  before 
experience  shows  whether  the  increased  turnover  due  to 
the  monopoly  of  sales  counterbalances  the  reduction.  At 
the  moment  the  danger  appears  to  be  the  possibility  cf 
the  retail  and  wholesale  sections  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  being  set  at  loggerheads  with 
one  another.  It,  may  be  remote,  and  I  hope  it  will  not 
eventuate,  but  there  is  no  use  denying  that  such  an 
unfortunate  thing  might  come  about.  A  fight  between 
ourselves  would  be  disastrous,  as  it  would  only  end  with 
the  third  dog  getting  away  with  the  bone.  The  proposal 
that  there  should  be'  a  grocery  section  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
is  one  that,,  as  Sir  W.  Glyn  Jones  points  out,  has  been 
mooted  before,  and  is  a  step  which  should  be  heartily 
welcomed,  by  pharmacists  and  by  grocers  as  well.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  the  present  trouble  may  be  the  means 
of  establishing  such  a  branch  of  the  Association.  The 
lines  which  would  affect  pharmacists  are  principally 
patent  medicines  and  proprietary  infants'  foods,  and  as 
I  understand  grocers  have  to  work  on  an  even  smaller, 
margin  of  profit  than  chemists,  it  would  be  as  much  to 
their  advantage  as  to  ours  to  fix  a  minimum  retail  price.

Sir,— The  proposal  of  Mr.  Hothersall  (C.  <£•  D.,  Dec. 
16,  p.  871),  that  a  company  should  be  formed  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  proprietary  articles  to  pharmacists  reads  at 
first  sight  as  though  it  were  a  solution  of  the  question  of 
price  protection,  but  on  closer  examination  I  fail  to  see 
how  such  a  company  would  be  in  any  better  position 
than  any  of  the  firms  at  present  engaged  in 
the  trade  or  than  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  itself.  The  fact  that  the  proprietors 
of  Glaxo  have  instituted  such  a  scheme  is  not 
a  true  comparison,  because  they  are  the  actual  manu- 
facturers of  the  product,  and  that  product  consists  vir- 
tually of  only  one  line.  They  have  only  one  distributor 
in  each  area,  who  must  obtain  his  supplies  direct  from 
themselves,  and  so  they  are  able  at  a  moment  to  put  their 
hand  on  any  leakage.  When  it  comes  to  other  proprie- 
taries it  is  a  difficult  matter.  If  Mr.  Hothersall  has  had 
any  experience  of  the  wholesale  export  trade  he  will  have 
seen  many  proprietary  articles  labelled,  e.g.,  "  The  sale 
and  export  of  this  product  to  Timbuctoo  is  prohibited." 
Does  this  mean  that  the  proprietors  do  not  wish  to  make 
any  sales  in  Timbuctoo  ?  Not  at  all ;  it  is  only  because 
they  have  appointed  a  special  agent  there.  Does  it  mean 
further  that  no  other  importer  in  Timbuctoo  can  obtain 
supplies  ?  Not  for  a  moment ;  an  experienced  shipper  can 
always  secure  a  supply  and  keep  his  foreign  customers 
going  without  much  difficulty,  and  the  only  way  to 
enforce  the  proviso  would  be  for  the  manufacturer  to 
supply  no  one  else  in  the  world  .except  that  special,  agent 
in  Timbuctoo.  Which  is  absurd.  The  same  thing  would 
hold  good  in  the  case  of  a  pharmacists'  company ;  no 
patent  owner  would  give  the  company  sole  selling  rights, 
and  cutters  would  always  find  a  source  of  supply  if  the 
company  had  not  such  rights,  just  as  the  street  vendors 
and  market-stall  holders  have  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
P.A.T.A.  lines  to-day  and  cutting  the  prices  without 
hindrance. — Yours  faithfully,

0.045  mm.,  etc."  I  am  glad  to  think  that  the  C.  &  D. 
believes  that  the  British  pharmacist  can  combine  business 
enterprise  with  scientific  up-to-dateness. 

Wireless  A  erials 
D.  W.  (30/12)  writes  : — In  reference  to  the  third 
article  on  practical  wireless  telephony  (C.  <£•  D.,  December 
23,  p.  885),  I  should  like  to  have  a  little  more  detailed 
information  as  to  the  size  of  the  aerials  permitted.  Your 
article  states  that  with  a  double  aerial  wire  the  total 
length  from  extender  to  extender  together  with  lead-in 
wire  must  not  exceed  100  feet ;  therefore  if  I  have  a 
20-feet  lead-in,  can  I  have  a  double  aerial  measuring 
80  feet?  I  think  not,  if  it  were  a  single  aerial  I  could 
but  not  a  double  one.  I  have  turned  up  three  separate 
works  on  the  subject  and  they  all  differ ;  one  states  a 
40-feet  length  with  20  feet  lead-in,  thus  giving 
40  +  40  +  20  =  100.  which  was  my  own  interpretation,  and 
another  states  that  140  feet  total  is  allowed  when  using 
a  double  wire.  I  am  also  hoping  to  see  in  a  future  article 
some  advice  on  inside  wiring,  for  example,  if  I  wish  to 
lead-in  through  a  back  bedroom  window  and  thence  to 
a  front  downstairs'  sitting-room,  what  is  the  best  method 
to  pursue  and  is  this  arrangement  possible  with  a  small 
crystal  set  ? 
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Legal  Queries 

Spero  (2/1) — It  would  be  illegal  for  an  unregistered 
person  to  practice  dentistry  under  a  partnership  name. 

,/.  F.  S.  (3/1). — It  is  illegal  for  an  unqualified  person  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  either 
alone  or  in  partnership  with  a  qualified  person. 

0.  C,  Ltd.  (5/1).— A  preparation  containing  0.065  per 
cent,  of  acetomorphine  hydrochloride  is  not  a  "  dangerous 
drug,"  but  is  a  poison  within  the  meaning  <  c  Part  II.  of 
the  Poisons  Schedule  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 

Peto  (5/1). — A  preparation  containing  1.5  per  cent,  of 
nux  vomica  is  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  Par'  II.  of 
the  Poisons  Schedule.  The  requirements  of  the  Schedule 
on  sale  are  given  in  The  Chemist  and'  Druggist  Diary, 
1923,  pp.  253  and  254. 

Phoenix  (2/1). — There  is  no  record  of  a  medical  man 
being  again  allowed  to  be  in  possession  of  "  dangerous 
drugs  "  after  he  has  been  prohibited  by  the  Home  Secre- 
tary under  the  powers  given  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 
Application  should  be  made  to  the  Home  Secretary  for  the 
removal  of  the  ban. 

A.  S.  (9/1)  has  an  apprentice  to  whom  he  pays  5s.  per 
week  pocket  money.  Is  it  customary,  in  such  cases,  for 
the  apprentice  to  be  insured  under  the  National  Insurance 
scheme?  [If  the  lad  is  sixteen  years  of  age  or  more 
he  must  be  insured  both  under  the  National  Health  and 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  schemes.] 

M.  D.  G.  (3/1). — Dentists'  Titles. — Section  4  of  the 
Dentists'  Act,  1921,  states  that  a  person  registered  under 
the  Dentists'  Act,  1878,  shall  call  himself  "  dentist  "  or 
"  dental  practitioner."  The  chairman  of  the  Dental  Board 
has  also  stated  that  a  registered  medical  oractitioner  who 
is  not  on  the  Dentists'  Register  may  call  himself  a  "  dental 
surgeon,"  but  not  "  surgeon  dentist." 

S.  J.  W.  (5/1). — Formamint  Tablets. — The  reply  we 
gave  in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  6,  p.  36,  is  in  accordance 
with  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  in 
1916.  The  correspondence  published  in  the  C.  &  D., 
November  25,  1916,  p.  1178,  shows  that  it  is  because 
formamint  was  originally  patented  that  it  is  subject  to 
medicine  stamp  duty.  Information  regarding  the  forma- 
mint patent  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October  28,  1916, 
p.  1089. 

E.  W.  (6/1)  has  three  unmarried  sisters,  both  of  whose 

Earents  are  dead,  but  who  have  several  brothers.  He  also 
as  an  unmarriedaunt  who  has  no  living  parent,  brother  or 
sister,  he  being  the  eldest  son  of  her  deceased  eldest 
brother.  In  the  event  of  the  death  intestate  of  one  of 
his  sisters  or  his  aunt,  how  would  her  property  devolve  ? 
[The  information  supplied  is  insufficient  to  enable  us 
to  give  a  definite  opinion.  Taking  into  account  only 
the  relatives  mentioned,  if  one  of  the  sisters  died  her 
freehold  property  would  pass  to  her  eldest  brother  and 
the  rest  of  her  estate  would  be  divided  equally  between 
her  brothers  and  sisters.  In  the  case  of  the  aunt 
"  E.  W."  would  take  her  freehold  property  and  divide 
the  rest  of  her  estate  with  his  brothers,  sisters  and 
cousins.] 

A.  B.  C.  (1/1)  writes  to  know  if  he  can  deduct 
on  his  income-tax  return  the  expense  which  he 
incurs  in  travelling  daily  by  car  ten  miles  to  and 
from  his  home  and  his  place  of  business.  This, 
which  amounts  to  about  £30  per  annum,  had  been 
allowed  up  to  the  present  year,  and  "  A.  B.  C." 
wkhes  to  be  informed  what  is  his  position  about  it.  [As 
this  is  a  case  of  travelling  from  a  taxpayer's  residence  to 
his  place  of  business,  it  is  not  an  expense  which  can  be 
deducted.  The  rule  is  that  a  deduction  may  only  be  made 
for  travelling  expenses  when  these  are  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  an  office  or  in  the  carrying  on  of 
a  trade.  Thus,  the  travelling  expenses  of  a  commercial 
traveller  are  allowed,  as  this  expense  is  directly  necessary 
to  enable  him  to  earn  the  income  on  which  he  is  taxed.]

You  will  have  noticed  Mr.  Williams's  outline  of  chemists' 
accounts  in  the  0.  <£.•  D.,  II.,  1922,  p.  662,  and  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  January  6,  p.  12,  was  an  article  dealing  with 
the  drawing  up  of  "balance  sheets.

Pharmaceutical  Progress 

Dr.  Charles  Symes  in  an  address  before  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association  deals  with  the  past  and  future  oi 
pharmacy.  The  immediate  future,  which  he  suggests  may 
bo  the  year  1900,  is  referred  to  as  follows:  "Well,  I  have 
said  there  is  a  tendency  to  shorten  the  hours  of  active  labour. 
Perhaps  it  might  be  thought  I  attach  too  much  importance 
to  this;  but,  has  it  not  been  a  curse  to  this  business  for 
many  years,  &  bar  to  enlightenment  and  progress,  the  spoiler 
of  social  and  home  comforts,  and  a  barrier  which  impedes 
the  progress  of  associations  such  as  this  ?  When  will  men  of 
pharmacy  merge  their  petty  jealousies,  forego  their  inordin- 
ate desire  for  gain,  and  regulate  their  hours  of  employment 
more  in  accordance  with  Nature's  laws  rather  than  accord- 
ing to  the  arbitrary  and  absurd  ones  which  they  have  pre- 
scribed for  themselves?  I  believe  there  is  in  every  individual 
a  certain  amount  of  energy — different  in  differentindividuais, 
of  course,  but  in  all  there  is  this  .  energy,  partly  mental, 
p&rtly  physical,  partly  active,  partly  passive — and  that  a 
great  portion,  if  not  the  whole  of  this  active  force,  is  trans- 
mutable.  Just  as  a  given  quantity  of  motive  power  might 
be  developed  as  heat,  light  or  electricity,  so  this  active 
energy  is  capable  of  being  put  forth  either  as  mental  or 
physical  force.  If  you  exhaust  all  this  active  force  in 
physical  development,  or  if  you  squander  or  trifle  it  away, 
where  do  you  find  power  to  cultivate  the  mental  capacity?. 
You  might  draw,  it  is  true,  on  the  latent  energy ;  but  this 
done  too  often,  health  is  impaired.  I  should  like  to  see 
our  hours  of  business  nearer  to  those  of  the  merchant  at  his 
office,  say  from  nine  to  six  at  the  most,  and  during  those 
hours  should  like  to  see  business  done  as  a  merchant  does  it. 
None  of  that  important  time  should  be  lost,  the  amount  of 
work  accomplished  by  any  one  individual  would  be  little 
less  than  if  extended  over  the  larger  number  of  hours,  but 
the  expenditure  of  energy  decidedly  so."
